Budget passes 1st vote 
as coalition toes line

By a vote of 57-15, the $23.3 
billion state budget for fiscal 1985 
yesterday passed its first reading in 
the Knesset. 

“Where’s Kessar!” opposition 
members called when the vote was , 
taken. 

Yisrael Kessar. Alignment MK 
and Histadrut Secretary-General, 
declared from the Knesset rostrum 
on Tuesday that he would vote 
against the budget “even if they 
expel me from the party." 

Yesterday Kessar stayed away 
from the Knesset, also missing the 
Alignment faction meeting that met 
to decide how to vote on the budget. 

On the.face of it. that is an unusual 
question for a coalition faction to 
discuss after a cabinet decision. But 
at a meeting of the faction on Tries- 


Dollar drops 

FRANKFURT (Reuter). - The 
West German Bundesbank and 
other central banks yesterday laun- 
ched a massive concerted assault on 
the U.S. dollar, pushing it down 
sharply with heavy market interven- 
tion, dealers said. 

In chaotic trading conditions 
across Europe, the dollar plunged 
from a day’s high of 3.45 marks to 
touch a low of 3.3050 marks, before 
the U.S. currency bounced back to 
3.33. 

Sterling climbed to $1.0875 from 
Tuesday's London dose of $1.0525 
and other currencies made compara- 
ble recoveries. (Frill story- page 7) 


day evening. Health Minister Mor- 
dechai Gur threatened to vote 
against the -budget unless govern- 
ment participation in the health 
funds' expenditure was raised by $70 
million. 

And Deputy Premier and Educa- 
tion Minister Yitzhak Navon fol- 
lowed his lead and complained that 
since the government was fonned. it 
had never held a “real discussion" 
on the priorities in budget cuts. 

Gur voted for the budget yester- 
day, although only a few minutes 
before the vote an aide passed the 
word that he would abstain. Deputy 
Health Minister Shoshana Arbeli- 
Almoslino did not participate in the 
vote. 

On die other side of the coalition 
fence, however, Ya'acov Sbamai 
(Likud-Herut), the Knesset's newest 
member and head of the Kahol- 
Lavan (Likud) faction in the Histad- 
rut, did vote against the budget. For 
this he was reprimanded at an im- 
promtu meeting of the Likud faction 
called immediately after the vote. 

_ Earlier in the day, in -his maiden 
speech, Sbamai charged that the 
proposed budget would lead to dis- 
missals and mass unemployment. 
This he said, clashed head on with 
the package deal, in which the gov- 
ernment had undertaken to ensure 
frill employment and to prevent un- 
employment. 

Knesset observers explained Kes- 
sar’s sharp criticism of the budget as 
being part of the Histadrut elections 
campaign. Even before Shamai 
spoke they predicted that he would 
follow suit.

Israel and Egypt open a new 
round of contacts today, in a new 
and more cordial climate, when 
Avraham Tamir. director-general of 
the Prime Minister’s Office. leaves 
for Cairo for talks. 

The Tamir mission is the first and 
so far only tangible outcome ol 
Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak’s dispatch of two emissaries to 
Jerusalem within 24 hours, one 
anonymously and the second overt- 
ly. 

Tamir. who has had more contact 
in the past seven years with E gyp tain 
leaders and officials than most other 
Israelis, will reportedly meet with 
Mubarak. Most of his time, howev- 
er. will probably be devoted to deal- 
ing with the bilateral issues between 
Israel and Egypt that have been 
responsible for cool relations in the 
recent past. 

Bilateral issues took up most of 
the time in the overnight talks be- 
tween Mubarak’s foreign policy 
adviser, Osama ai-Baz. and senior 
cabinet ministers. 

Each of the ministers who met 
al-Baz has his own appraisal of the 
meaning and the weight of Mubar- 
ak's proposals. 

On the one extreme was Minister 
without Portfolio Ezer Weizman. 
whose reaction to Mubarak's move 
was described as ranging between 
“very positive’’ and “euphoric." 

Prime Minister Shimon Peres has 
been careful not to commit himself 
too far. although officials close to 


him look at the Mubarak move 
through very rosy spectacles. (See 
adjacent story) 

Peres is understood to have told 
colleagues that whatever happens, 
the Mubarak move can do Israel no 
harm . and may do some good. 

The kernel of the Egyptian Presi- 
dent's proposal - to have Jordan and 
the Palestinians form a joint delega- 
tion tor negotiations, with no PLO 
members being included among the 
Palestinians - Would be acceptable 
to Israel, since it is exactly the con- 
cept envisaged in accords. If this 
comes about as a result of Mubarak's 
move. Peres believes, funher prog- 
ress could result. 

On the other hand, if Mubarak's 
move yields no result and no joint 
delegation is fonned. Israel will be 
above blame since it will have en- 
couraged Mubarak and not put a 
spoke in his wheel or in the wheel 
of dialogue. 

Some ministers, commenting 
yesterday, said that Mubarak's pur- 
pose in having the joint Jordan- 
Palestinian delegation go first to 
Washington is "to get American 
approval for Palestine representa- 
tives who think along PLO lines 
while not being publicly identified as 
PLO supporters. 

Israel is sure to block this attempt. 

The appraisal of Minister without 
Portfolio Moshe Arens, which did 
not come from him personally but 
from a handful of Likud men who 
say they spoke to Arens, was that 
“Mubarak's proposals contain no-

Peace negotiations between 
Israel and a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation could be- 
gin ’within a few months." 
sources close to Prime Minister 
Shimon Peres believe. 

This assessment was made last 
night after two days of intensive 
contacts with senior Egyptian offi- 
cials. This optimistic view of the 
possibilities of President Hosni 
Mubarak's peace initiative is in 
sharp contrast to the Likud view, as 
expressed in the second stage of the 
talks with Presidential aide Osama 
al-Baz on Tuesday night. 

Peres told the biennial conference 
of British Wizo in Netanya last night 
that Israel agreed to attend a meet- 
ing in Egypt with the participation of 
the Egyptians. Jordanians, Palesti- 
nians and Americans. He rejected 
any prospect of meetings with PLO 
representatives. 

Peres told the conference that the 
idea of meetings between Israel and 
Jordan was excellent. This could be 
w ithout prior conditions: but Israel 
could not meet with any group con- 
nected to terror. 

Peres said that he hoped the new 
stage in the struggle for peace would 


improve Israel’s relations with 
Egypt. 

The first two hours of talks be- 
tween Peres and al-Baz dealt with 
peace prospects and were conducted 
in a positive atmosphere, the sources 
said. Then. Defence Minister Yit- 
zhak Rabin (Labour), acting Fore- 
ign Minister Moshe Arens i Likud i. 
and Minister -without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman joined the meeting, which 
became ”\ery lough" according to 
several sources. 

Voices were raised after Arens, 
described as being “very hostile." 
raised in bitter terms long-standing 
Israeli complaints such as the recall 
of the Egyptian Ambassador to Tel 
Aviv and the Taba issue. Al-Baz 
himself presented the Egyptian \iew 
of issues - especially regarding Taba 
and Israel's invasion of Lebanon in ' 
stiff terms during the four hours of 
basically antagonistic discussions 
which lasted until 1.30 a.m.. accord- 
ing to several sources. 

One of the ideas in Mubarak’s 
plan and presented by al-Baz con- 
cerns the composition of the Palesti- 
nian element in the joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation. According to 
this idea, both Israel and the PLO 
would be able to veto any member of 
the delegation. This would enable

and coincides with the despatch of 
Egyptian envoys to Israel. 

Shahal declined comment on 
Egypt's latest ideas, but said: "I am 
optimistic everything will go right." 


Mubarak sees trouble for proposal in U.S.

Egyptian President Hosni Mubar- 
ak admitted yesterday that his latest 
peace proposals are likely to meet 
with reservations when he visits 
Washington in 10 days. 

In an exclusive interview with the 
French news agency AFP, Mubarak 
noted, however, that the Americans 
may not have fully studied his prop- 
osals. “We will be able to clarify 
these (proposals) and study their 
details in our meetings with the 
American leaders," he said. 

Mubarak added that "it will be 
possible to put forward other prop- 


osals. but the objective must be to 
arrive at a global settlement in the 
Middle East, without neglecting the 
legitimate rights of the Palestinian 
people.” 

A leading Cairo daily reported 
yesterday that Mubarak believed 
PLO members would have to join 
the joint Jordanian-Palestinian 
negotiating team he is proposing. 

Mubarak indicated this during a 
meeting with a group of visiting 
journalists in Cairo on Tuesday 
night, the daily al-Goumhouria 
wrote, adding that the president 
went on to say: “I am going to ask 


the PLO to appoint moderate fi- 
gures." 

Mubarak met in Cairo yesterday 
with a senior PLO official. Nabi’l 
Sha’th. chairman of the Foreign Re- 
lations Committee of the Palestine 
National Council (PNC) and said to 
be close to PLO chief Yasser Arafat. 
The two men apparently discussed 
Egypt’s latest peace moves, but no 
details of their discussion were di- 
vulged. 

Arafat himself has maintained si- 
lence on the Egyptian initiative, 
even though he has spoken out for 
the first time on the controversial 


agreement he reached with Jordan’s 
King Hussein in Amman earlier this 
month. 

In an advance release of an inter- 
view due to appear in the London- 
based Arabic-1 a nguage weekly al- 
Hawadess tomorrow, Arafat 
affirmed that his accord with Hus- 
sein included acceptance of "all UN 
resolutions on the Middle East" - by 
implication, including Security 
Council Resolution 242. But this. 
Arafat pointed out, was nothing new 
as “the Palestine National Council, 
in more than five sessions held since 
1979. accepted all UN resolutions on 
the Middle East." 


French upset at reported

PARIS. - Israel Ambassador Ova- 
dia Sofer was summoned to the 
French Foreign Ministry yesterday 
following reports of derogatory com- 
ments by Defence Minister Yitzhak 
Rabin about French UN forces in 
Lebanon.

~ Rabin had reportedly been telling

Referring to the remark yester- 
day, Rabin told reporters in Tel 
Aviv: “I should have formulated it in 
a more parliamentary fashion.” 

On February 14 French and Israeli 
soldiers exchanged sharp remarks 
and scuffled after the Israel Defence 
Forces bulldozed three houses and a 
Shi’ite centre in Bourj Rahel, a vil- 
lage patrolled by the French contin-

Blind workers included 
in Ata dismissal list

HAIFA. - Moshe Hen has been 
accustomed to waking at S a.m. 
every day and going to work at the 
Ata textile concern's plant at Kiryat 
Ata. 

From today, barring a last-minute 
change, the routine that has been his 
way of life for the past 23 years will 
end. 

Hen learned yesterday that he was 
among the 450 Ata workers who are 
being dismissed - as part of the price 
for saving the company. (Dismissals 

story, page 2) 

At age 58 it would be difficult 
enough for him to find another job in 
these days of rising unemployment; 
but Hen, who Is manied with four 
children, is also blind. 

He is one of six blind workers at 
Ata who are being dismissed be- 
cause they can no longer be gainfully 
employed. 

Ata General Manager Eliezer 
Peleg says that the decision to sack 
blind workers is both difficult and 
heartbreaking, but he insists that 
there is no other way. The govern- 
ment must look after the interests of 
these people because Ata in its pre- 
sent weak state cannot afford to do 
so. 


Hen told The Jerusalem Post that 
he did not know how he would get 
through the long, forbidding days in 
front of him. 

“It was bad enough being on holi- 
day for just a week and being stuck at 
home with nothing to do. I don't 
think I will be able to stand it for 
tong, even a year," he said. 

Hen, who lives in nearby Kiryat 
Haim, spent 20 years as a machine 
operator at the Kiryat Ata factory. 

When the machines were auto- 
mated he and the other blind work- 
ers were transferred to the packag- 
ing department. 

He knows the factory like his own 
home and found his way around 
without help from his sighted col- 
leagues. 

For Hen and the other blind work- 
ers the factory was more than just a 
place of work, it gave them the 
chance to get out every day and to 
feel that they were contributing to 
society rather than living off the 
state. 

“We worked like horses, all of us. 
Even management officials told us 
that if they had brought in somebody 
with 100 per cent vision they would 
not have worked any betteT or har- 
der. Now we have been told we are

MordechaiOren 
dies at 79

KIBBUTZ MIZRA. - Mordechai 
Oren. the veteran Mapam activist 
and journalist whose trial and im- 
prisonment h\ Czechoslovakia in the 
195?1> shook the Zionist left, died 
yesterday at the ace of 79. 

Oren was bom in Podhaitze in the 
Austrio-Hungarian Empire in 1905. 
He was founder of Hashomer Hat- 
zair und came here in 1929. later 
becoming a member of Kibbutz Miz- 
ru. From 1950 he served as co-editor 
of the Mapam newspaper Al 
Hamishmar and was well known for 
his radical socialist views. 

In 1951. after attending a confer- 
ence of the Communist-oriented 
World Federation of Trade Unions 
in East Berlin, he travelled to Prague 
to work to free Jews arrested for 
Zionist activity. He was arrested, 
interrogated and tortured, tried for 
treason and sentenced to 15 years at 
hard labour. The trial raised ques- 
tions about Mapam's pro-Soviet 
orientation and caused deep rifts in 
the party. 

Oren was released in 1956 and 
returned to Mizra. In 1958 he pub- 
lished an autobiography. A Political 
Prisoner in Prague. From 1960 to 
1964 he served as secretary-genera! 
of the Mapum World Union. In 1976 
he met privately with a Soviet diplo- 
mat at the UN in an attempt to 
restore Israel-Soviet ties.

Speaking to reporters in Paris af- 
ter a 30-minute meeting with Francis 
Gutmann. Secretary-General of the 
French Foreign Ministry. Ambassa- 
dor Sofer refused to confirm or deny 
the remarks by Rabin. He stressed, 
however, that Israel had no quarrel 
with the French Unifil contingent. 

Sofer said there had been “re- 
grettable incidents in areas in 
Southern Lebanon under French 
control. 

“Our army has to defend itself 
auainst the terrorist attacks of which 
it' is the object. These attacks were 
the work of Shi'ite extremist ele- 
ments manipulated by the common 
enemies of Israel and France against 
the free world. “They are the same 
who in the past assassinated Israeli, 
American and French soldiers,” the 
ambassador said. 

A joint statement from the French 
Foreign and Defence Ministries said 
that if Rabin's remarks were con- 
firmed it would be “a foul manifesta- 
tion and an unworthy charge” 
asainst the French contingent. 

"French Foreign Ministry officials 
said alleged Israeli interference with 
Unifil forces had been raised in 
meetings on Monday with Israeli 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
during his visit to Paris earlier this 
week.

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Histadrufs Alignment leaders worried 


TEL AVIV. - A little over a week 
ago, members of the Alignment fac- 
tion in the Histadrut could barely 
conceal their joy at the election of 
the inexperienced and uncharismatic 
Knesset Member Ya'acov Shamai as 
head of the Likud list in the labour 

fede ration's May 13 elections. 

With Shamai pitted against popu- 
lar Secretary-General Yisrael Kes- 
sar. it was said, the Alignment would 
have no problem defeating the 
Likud by more than the 40 per cent 
of the vote it garnered in the 1981 
elections. 

Much has changed in a week. In 
the aftermath of the presentation of 
the new budget and the subsidies 
fiasco, Kessar's position looks de- 
cidely shaky, and Histadrut officials 
now speak of growing dissatisfaction 
among the rank and file. 

An indication of the new mood of 
apprehension in the Histadrut was 
the decision earlier this week of the 
Civil Servants Union to defer its 
internal elections until May 28. two 
weeks after the nationwide Histad- 
rut elections. 



The stated reason for the post- 
ponement from the original April 30 
date was the difficulty of organizing 
union elections while the Histadrut 
election campaign was underway. 
But union officials conceded that the 
postponement had been coordinated 
with Kessar and was based on a 


sober reading of the mood in the civil 
service. 

According to the officials, the 
proposed budget cuts and 
threatened dismissals have created a 
wave of anti- Alignment feeling in 
the public sector. It was considered 
preferable to hold the union elec- 
tions after the Histadrut elections, so 
as not to jeopardize the Alignment's 
prospects in the latter. 

Kessar's election strategy was 
based on going to the polls during a 
period of economic stability, for 
which the Histadrut. as signatory to 
the package deal, could take joint 
credit. But Kessar may have erred in 
tying his flag to a single, rickety 
flagpole. If the package deal springs 
holes, as it appears to be doing, the 
secretary-general may be among 
those who sink. 

Kessar's strategy suffered two 
blows this week. The first was the 
manufacturers' threat to withdraw 
from the package deal in the wake of 
the Treasury's unilateral raising of 
the prices of subsidized goods. The 
Histadrut was just as incensed as the 


manufacturers by the Treasury's 
maneuver, but political, considera- 
tions precluded even considering the* 
option of withdrawal. 

The manufacturers, however, 
latched onto the price rises as an 
excuse for dramatizing some of their 
own demands, mainly the granting 
of exemptions from price controls 
for a wide range of manufactured 
goods. Thar demand was accepted 
by the government as the price of 
keeping the manufacturers in the 
agreement. 

The big loser was the Histadrut. 
Kessar. on behalf of the workers, 
paid a heavy price (in reduced wages 
and a degree of de-linkage) for the 
package deal, in anticipation that he 
would receive price stability in re- 
turn. The decision by the package- 
deal follow-up committee to change 
the criteria according to which ex- 
■ emprions are granted means that 
prices and inflation will blossom 
once again. 

The second blow was the budget 
presented to the Knesset this week. 
Despite the government’s assur- 
ances contained in the package deal, 
no resources were allocated to fight- 
ing unemployment, and Finance 
Minister Yitzhak Moda'i admitted 
that the barely functioning tax sys- 
tem would not be restructured this 
year. The Histadrut’s two main de- 
mands thus went unanswered. 


In addition, the budget's fabric of 
social-service cuts, increased mar- 
ginal taxation and "controlled 
stagnation" runs counter to every- 
thing in which the Histadrut believes 
- and the policies it must espouse if it 
is to keep the allegiance of the work- 
ers. 

Kessar responded predictably in a 
fiery Knesset speech, during which 
he warned that he would vote against 
the budget “even if 1 am expelled 
from the party." It was not a dishon- 
est speech. ’Kessar believes pas- 
sionately that the country's econo- 
mic problems cannot be solved by 
creating unemployment and adding 
to the burden on the backs of the 
workers and the poor. 

But it was also a political speech. 
If Kessar is to salvage his own popu- 
larity and that of his Histadrut fac- 
tion he needs to carve out a stand 
that is seen to be independent of the 
government's policies. That point 
was not lost on Shamai either. He 
voted against the budget during its 
first reading yesterday. 

Kessar and his colleagues appear 
to be realizing that their close identi- 
fication with the government's eco- 
nomic measures is not necessarily a 
political asset. With the package 
deal showing definite signs of com- 
ing apart at the seams, they will have 
to come up with a new campaign 
strategy fasL

Jerusalem Post Reporters 

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin. 
Foreign Minister Yitzhak Shamir 
and other Israeli leaders reacted 
with caution yesterday to the initia- 
tive of Egypt's President Hosni 
Mubarak, while being careful not to 
sound too negative. 

Speaking to reporters in Tel Aviv, 
Rabin warned against expecting 
"anything to be achieved in one 
meeting," but be told the annual 
national aviation and astronautics 
conference (see story page 3) that 
the groundwork for expanding the 
peace process should be prepared. 

Shamir, speaking to reporters in 
The Hague after meeting Dutch 
Foreign Minister Hans van den 
Broe .rejected the idea, which he 
said Egypt had put forward, of talks 
between Egyptians. Jordanians, 
Palestinians and Americans without 
Israel. But he added that Israel was 
ready to meet with Jordanians and 
"Palestinian Arabs who are not 
members of the PLO." 

Knesset Foreign Affairs and De- 
fence Committee Chairman Abba 
Eban said that negotiations with 
Egypt were worthwhile whatever 
happened. If they succeeded, they 
could "open a new door to peace." 
and if not the fact of the talks taking 
place would improve relations be- 
tween Israel and Egypt. 

"Much ado about nothing" and “I 
told you so." were the phrases most 
frequently uttered by Likud mem- 
bers at the Knesset yesterday, when 
referring to Mubarak's initiative. 

The remarks followed reports that 
Mubarak's envoys brought no new 


or original ideas for peace. 

Labour Party members continued 
to be optimistic, insisting that 
Mubarak would not have gone to so 
much trouble if all he wanted to talk 
about was Taba. Both Likud and 
labour members, however, deemed 
the Egyptian initiative to be at too 
early a stage to pose any threat to the 
national unity government. 

Likud circles noted yesterday that 
while the Egyptians are not offering 
anything new in the way of peace 
negotiations, they also refuse to im- 
prove relations by returning their 
ambassador to Israel. 

"If we listened carefully to what 
Mubarak himself has to say on the 
matter, we wouldn't get so carried 
away," Deputy Foreign Minister 
Ronnie Milo said yesterday. Milo 
warned against getting euphoric ab- 
out the Egyptian initiative, because 
the chances that anything serious 
would come out of it were slim. 

Milo said he would not negate 
Mubarak's initiative totally, but 
advocated restraint until more de- 
tails are revealed. "Israel must not 
attach too much importance to the 
matter, because then if nothing com- 
es out of it we will appear to be to 
blame for it." he said. 

Rabin told the aviation confer- 
ence: "I believe we should prepare 
the groundwork for the expansion of 
the peace process." He added, 
however, that it was of minor im- 
portance compared with completing 
the withdrawal from Lebanon, 
warming up relations with Egypt and 
improving the country’s eernomy. 

"Without the achievement of the 
first three, I believe it will be more 
difficult to achieve the fourth goal... 
which is still more complicated.” 


Shamir called Mubarak's proposal 
"No real contribution to peace" in 
the Middle East. "If one wants to 
make such a contribution, one 
should initiate meetings and negotia- 
tions between Israel and the Arab 
nations." he said. 

Minister without Portfolio Ezer 
Weizman. who participated in the 
talks with the Egyptian envoys, re- 
fused to comment on the Egyptian 
initiative. But asked his opinion on 
the reports that the initiatives held 
nothing original. Weizman said: “I 
don't argue with idiots and I have 
nothing to add." 

Eban disagreed with those who 
see in the Mubarak move a public- 
relations stunt in preparation for the 
Egyptian leader's forthcoming visit 
to Washington. Rather, Eban sees 
the initiative as a renewal of the 
traditional Egyptian leadership in 
the Arab world in matters related to 
the Arab-Israel dispute. "For exam- 
ple." he said, “it has always been 
Cairo who led the other Arab states 
in concluding cease fire accords, the 
separation-of-forces and interim 
agreements and similar proce- 
dures." 

Eban also believed that the prop- 
osed Israel-Jordanian-Palestinian 
talks “strictly conform" to the Camp 
David Accord and the basic princi- 
ples agreed upon by the Alignment 
and the Likud when fanning the 
national unity government. "I think' 
- and I have told this to Prime 
Minister Peres - that Israel must first 
say yes to the talks and only after- 
wards examine the list of partici- 
pants submitted by the other side." 

Eban took issue with Minister 
without Portfolio Moshe Arens, who 
has suggested that Israel make its 


participation in' the negotiations con- 
ditional on the return of the Egyp- 
tian ambassador to Tel Aviv. 

“Negotiations create confidence, 
not the other way around." Eban 
stated. 

Tehiya sources accused the gov- 
ernment of entering a "Sadat fever" 
- a phrase coined by MK Geula 
Cohen - and warned against enter- 
ing into an Egyptian trap. The 
sources said that Cohen was afraid 
that before anyone knows what is 
happening the government might 
give something away, “as we lost 
Yamit." 

The reason for the Egyptian initia- 
tive is either Taba or Mubarak's 
hope of improving his image before 
his trip to Washington, these sources 
said. Meanwhile, Tehiya members 
tried to persuade Likud members 
that it was foolish to go along with 
the Egyptian initiative, and that they 
should fight against it. 

MK Rafael Eitan ridiculed the 
Egyptian initiative and compared 
the fuss made of it to cave fever. "Of 
course, sometimes one dies from 
cave fever and nothing helps," Eitan 
said. 

"The Mubarak initiative is a con- 
spiracy against peace." Rakab 
Secretary-General Meir Wilner said 
yesterday at a party meeting. "Why 
has Mubarak deliberately ignored 
the right of the Palestinian people to 
self-determination and an indepen- 
dent state beside Israel?" 

Wilner said the Mubarak initiative 
is another version of the Camp 
David Accords and the Reagan 
Plan, and was made in agreement 
with the Americans, with the inten- 
tion of preventing a real solution to 
the Arab-Israel dispute. 


Shapira: Pay 10% interest 
to holders of dollar accounts

Finance Committee Chairman 
Avraham Shapira yesterday urged 
the government to pay Israelis 10 per 
cent net interest on dollar savings, 
the rate paid in Switzerland and the 
U.S. 

Speaking in the budget debate, 
Shapira said that was the only way to 
get people to “take out their dollars 
from underneath the floor tiles," 
where he said they keep both cash 
and travellers cheques. The only one 
who benefits from these hidden dol- 
lars is the Chase Manhattan Bank, 
he said. 

Shapira said be was not referring 
to tax evaders. But people who had 
acquired their dollars legally, should 
be permitted to keep them openly in 
a Patah account at 10 per cent in an 
Israeli bank. 


“Let the man who earns his money 
abroad pay only 25 per cent tax. If he 
earns $100,000. don't tempt him to 
declare only $30,000. For what does 
he do with the remaining $70,000? 
He puts it in a Swiss account. And 
will we ever catch him?" 


"Do as I suggest, and the finance 
minister won't have to go anywhere 
in search of loans," Shapira said. 

It was a blunder to "punish" hol- 
ders of Patam accounts and deny 
them any interest at all on deposits of 
less than 12 months. Shapira 
asserted. 

“When the safe-deposit boxes at 
Bank Hapoalim were burgled," he 
said, “it was discovered that a green- 
grocer - the man you (he pointed at 
Mapam's Yair Tsaban) are con- 
cerned about - had stashed away 
$600,000." 


IDF AND LEBANESE

telephone conversation between 
Israeli and Lebanese local comman- 
ders put an end to the exchange. 

The Lebanese Army, however, 
yesterday announced that an 
armoured Israeli patrol had crossed 
the new Israeli defence line in South 
Lebanon and engaged Lebanese 
Army soldiers who tried to block its 
advance in a tank, grenade and 
machine-gun battle, the Associated 
Press reported from Beirut. 

The Lebanese Army communique 
said an Israeli foot patrol had crosses 
the defence line at 1:35 p.m., but 
retreated after the Lebanese fired 
warning shots. But a few minutes 
later, "an armoured unit with sever- 
al tanks and armoured personnel 
carriers advanced toward the army 
post and one tank began firing,” the 
Lebanese Army said. 

Ahmed Mantash, a Lebanese re- 
porter who witnessed the exchange, 
said the Israeli patrol was made up of 
18 armoured vehicles and two 
Merkava tanks, one of which was 
firing. AP reported. > 

"The Lebanese Army returned 
fire with rocket-propelled grenades 
and machine guns and the clash 
continued until 3 p.m.," according 
to the army communique. Mantash 


said a Lebanese tank also fired at 
least four rounds. 

Meanwhile, large quantities of 
arms and explosives were discovered 
yesterday when the Israel Defence 
Forces conducted searches in the 
Shi’ite village of Jibshit east of Tyre. 
Several persons were arrested. 

The material included Kalash- 
nikov rifles. submachine guns, LAW 
missiles, rocket-propelled grenades, 
Katyusha rockets. 2,000 electric de- 
tonators. 30 hand grenades and large 
amounts of explosives. 

The EDF destroyed two houses - 
one belonging to a terrorist, and 
another containing military equip- 
ment. 

There were three unsuccessful 
attacks on IDF troops in the Tyre 
area yesterday. An IDF position in 
Burj ShamaJi came under smail- 
arms fire yesterday morning. An 
RPG was fired at an IDF position in 
Tyre and an IDF patrol at the village 
of Marakeh near Tyre came under 
automatic-weapons fire. No one was 
hurt in any of these incidents. 

Military sources in South Lebanon 
said that the new IDF policy in the 
south involved increasing restric- 
tions on the movements of the local 
population, but they blamed the loc- 
al Shi’ite leadership for the hardship 
caused. 


‘PLO must approve peace talk envoys’

Palestinian representatives from 
the administered territories to peace 
talks would have to be approved by 
the PLO. Arab leaders in the West 
Bank and Gaza District said yester- 
day. This was the view of ousted 
Gaza mayor Rashad Shawwa and 
Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij, who 
called recent contacts between Israel, 
and Egypt on a new peace initiative 
“positive and constructive." 

Freij said that “nobody in the 
West Bank or Gaza" would defy the 
PLO. and that anyone who did 
“would be a fool to do so." Shawwa 
suggested that the PLO could 
approve non-PLO delegates without 


being directly involved. 

Freij called on Jordan and the 
PLO to respond positively to the 
new development, and hoped for 
“magnanimity and flexibility’’ from 
Israel. 

Ibrahim Dakkak, leftist leader of 
the West Bank Engineers Associa- 
tion, termed the recent initiatives as 
“a return to square-one,” and “the 
most recent in a series of attempts to 
twist the arms of the Palestinians to 
accept the Camp David accords.” 

The east Jerusalem paper Al-Fajr 
noted that, in the past, academic 
figures unofficially approved by the 
PLO had been accepted as possible 
delegates to peace talks.

thing of substance." Another Likud 
source said Arens described the 
Mubarak proposals and the al-Baz 
visit as "a storm in a teacup." Never- 
theless. Arens did not demolish the 
proposals, it is understood. 

Likud leader. Vice Premier Yit- 
zhak Shamir, who was consulted by 
phone, ruled that no fault could be 
found with the idea of the joint 
delegation, whatever its prospects of 
realization. 

People close to Defence Minister 
Yitzhak Rabin said that he regarded 
the Mubarak move as well- 
intentioned and described it as "an 
invitation to get together and make 
progress, which does not include any 
operational implications." 


Al-Baz. it is understood, gave no 
indication when Mubarak expected 
the process of selecting the joint 
delegation to get under way. 

The special emissary left the im- 
pression. on some of his hearers at 
least, that Mubarak had not sought 
the prior agreement of King Hussein 
to his move and had not intended to 
coordinate wirh him. 

One of the ministers who heard 
al-Baz told his colleagues later that 
the next step was not up to Israel, but 
to Hussein, and that so far Hussein 
had given no hint he would go along. 

People dose to Rabin said that 
while no objection could be raised to 
Mubarak's proposal about the com- 
position of the delegation, there was 
no way of knowing what the Egyp- 
tian president thought about the sub- 
stance of the negotiations, which 


might not necessarily fit into the 
Camp David pattern. 

Deputy Foreign Miniser Ronnie 
Milo, who is Shamir's closest confin- 
dant told Kol Yisrael Radio yester- 
day that he did not expect a new 
Camp David -style peace conference 
to be staged in the near future. Milo 
said that there would have been no 
need for all the excitement gener- 
ated here over the past couple of 
days if Mubarak's statement had 
been closely perused. 

An official comment came from 
the prime minister's media adviser, 
Uri Savir. who said that the message 
brought verbally from Mubarak 
yesterday talks of improving rela- 
tions between the two countries, 
among other things - 

On the Egyptian side, an official 
comment came from emissary Abdul 
Halim Badawi, who told reporters at 
Ben-Gurion Airport before his de- 
parture that he hoped the meetings 
would give momentum to the peace 
process and that it would soon be 
possible to start negotiations for a 
peaceful settlement of the Middle 
East dispute. 


Haifa court gives

Strauss says peace moves 
result of IDF pullback

Bavarian Prime Minister Franz- 
Josef Strauss said yesterday thar the 
current thaw in the peace process 
between Israel and the Arabs was 
the result of the Israel Defence 
Forces' first withdrawal in Lebanon. 

Strauss was speaking after a meet- 
ing with Prime Minister Shimon 
Peres in Jerusalem. He praised Peres 
and bis government, saying the pre- 
mier is carrying out the best policy 
under current conditions. 

Strauss is to visit the Israel Air- 
craft Industries tomorrow. Asked 
about sales of German tanks to 
Saudi Arabia, he said he would de- 
fend what be called “technical" con- 
tacts with Israel when he visits Arab 
countries just as he defends such 
"contacts" with Arab countries 
while visiting Israel. 

Aryeh Rubinstein adds: The 
Strauss visit came up in the Knesset 
yesterday when Uzi Landau (Likud- 
Herat) and Yair Tsaban (Mapam), 
speaking on a point of order, called 
for an urgent debate on the subject.

Several hours 
later Abdul Halim Badawi, a very 
senior official in the Egyptian Fore- 
ign Ministry, flew in by private plane 
for open negotiations with Peres, 
ministers and officials. 

Badawi's trip, the sources dose to 
Peres said, was intended as a 
smokescreen for the real business, 
which was conducted by al-Baz. Al- 
Baz’s visit was apparently disco- 
vered by Ma'ariv reporter Rafael 
Mann, who followed Peres hom 
when the premier suddenly left a 
faction meeting in the Knesset. 

Referring to Mubarak's trip to the 
U.S., the sources dose to Peres 
rejected the suspidon raised in the 
last two days that Mubarak is trying 
to push the U.S/ into some sort of 
contact with the PLO.

Hadani, a ninth-century Jewish 
traveller, was one of the sources 
used by Rabbi David Ben Zimra 
(Radbaz), the 15th-century scholar 
who lived in Egypt and declared the 
Ethiopians to be complete Jews who 
could freely marry other Jews. In 
making their recent statements, both 
Yosef and Goren relied heavily on 
the Radbaz. 

The sources noted that since the 
establishment of the stare, the status 
of the Ethiopians had preoccupied 
the rabbis. The late Ashkenazi chief 
rabbi Yitzhak Aizik Halevi Herzog 
had ruled the Ethiopians must 
undergo a conversion ceremony 
both to remove any doubts concern- 
ing rheir Jewishness and to solve 
other problems concerning their per- 
sonal status. 

The source also quoted Yosef as 
saying that “to remove any doubt of 
the Jewishness of the Falashas - in 
case at any time they received con- 
verts who were not converted 
according to Halacba - i ordered the 
conversion ceremony.” 

Sources in the rabbinate also put 
paid to any theories that the view of 
Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi Avraham 
Shapiro might have been more strin- 
gent than that of Sephardi Chief 
Rabbi Mordechai Eliahu. who was 
abroad when Yosef and Goren made 
their recent statements.

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Ethiopian leader charges 
Jews were dragged to Israel

ADDIS ABABA, Ethiopia ( AP). - 
Ethiopian Jews have been dragged 
into settling in Israel against their 
will, Ethiopian leader Mengistu 
Haile Mariam charged in an inter- 
view with the Canadian Broadcast- 
ing Corporation, to be broadcast 
today. 

Describing their plight as “in- 
direct slavery,” Mengistu said 7,000 
Ethiopian Jews airlifted to Israel 
“have been subject to racial discri- 
mination” in Israel. “The crushing 
fact is that the Falashas, in order to 
escape this situation, are now com- 
mitting suicide,” he said. 

Mengistu said they practised Juda- 
ism in Ethiopia, but added: “This 
does not mean that these people are 
Jews. They are absolutely indisting- 
uishable from any other Ethiopian in 
oar country." 


The pro-Soviet Marxist leader 
alleged that Israel chose these peo- 
ple because it had collected Jews 
from all over the world but had none 
to represent black Africa. 

“This they have now achieved 
through the collusion with ten-orists 
and forces that are anti-Ethiopian.'' 
he said, apparently referring to 
Ethiopian rebel groups and the 
neighbouring Sudanese. 

“The most astounding thing... is 
that this particular case has for the 
first time prompted the Arabs 
(Sudanese) and the Israelis to join 
hands against Ethiopia,” Mengistu 
said. 

Mengistu said he wanted the 7,000 
to return home. “This act is illegal 
and inhuman. They have been 
forced to go there (Israel) against 
their wish and, as such, we want 
them back in their native land.” 


Jerusalem Post Reporter 
Lrael’s Magen David Adorn this 
week completed a shipment of 
emergency supplies to famine vic- 
tims in Kenya.

Baranes to decide whether he wants retrial 


Amos Baranes is to tell the Sup- 
reme Court within a week whether 
he still wants a retrial, his lawyer, 
Shlomo Toussia-Cohen, told the 
court at a hearing on Monday. 

. Baranes was convicted in 1976 of 
the murder of Rahei Heller two 
years earlier but although jailed suc- 
ceeded in persuading several jurists 
that he was innocent. He was amnes- 
tied and released in 1983 after serv- 
ing two thirds of his sentence. 


Justice Miriam Beu-Porat told 
Toussia-Cohen at the hearing that he 
shoal d ask his client to weigh the 
risks of a possible second conviction 
against the amnesty he. has already 
won and the public support he has 
gained. 

If Baranes decides to press his 
request for a retrial, Ben-Porat said 
she would deride quickly whether to 
grant it.

IDF won’t permit engineer 
reservists to teach schools

Defence Minister Yitzhak Rabin 
will be asked by the Knesset Educa- 
tion Committee to overrule AJuf 
(Maj.-Gen.) Amos Yaron, chief of 
the Israel Defence Forces Manpow- 
er Branch, who is prohibiting en- 
gineers on reserve duty from 
teaching at vocational schools. 

With the growing shortage of 
qualified teachers of technical sub- 
jects in the nation's schools, the 
Education Ministry has appealed to 
the EDF to permit engineer reservists 
to teach while on reserve duty. The 
ministry has even prepared a list of 
names of 80 engineers doing reserve 
duty whose military asignments 
leave them the time to teach several 
hours a week. 

When Yaron rejected the request, 
the minstry turned to the Knesset 
Education Committee. 

At the same time, the Manufac- 


turers Association has informed the 
committee that engineers of member 
firms wishing to teach will be 
allowed to do so. and at their com- 
panies* expense. 

The AmaJ vocational school net- 
work has already accepted this offer, 
and beginning next year staff en- 
gineers of theTadiran Company will 
teach at Amal schools and be paid 
for their services by Tadiran. 

At the Labour and Social Affairs 
committee, which met yesterday to 
discuss growing unemployment. 
David Brodet. chief economic plan- 
ner for the Industry and Trade 
Ministry, said that "today there is 
not even one engineer in this country 
without a job. 

“Whereas in 1972 there were 
3,000 engineers working in local in- 
dustry, today there are more than 
12.000. But unfortunately, the voca- 
tional training being offered here has 
yet to adapt itself to the rapidly 
changing industrial technology. 


Two guilty of trying to kill taxidriver 


HAIFA (Itim). - Two young men 
from the Galilee village of Shfaram 
were convicted yesterday by the 
Haifa District Court of the attemp- 
ted murder of taxidriver Arye 
Daman last December. 

Sentencing of the two - Moham- 
med Hgtib, 25, and Lutf Ali Lutf; 20 
—'was/put. off by the court. until, 
niid* April, 7 pending a probation, 
officer’s report. 

Both defendants pleaded guilty- to 


the attack on Damari in his taxi, 
during which he was stabbed 15 
times and left for dead by the road- 
side. ' 

After the attack, the two drove the 
taxi to a quarry near their home 
village and there set it alight. 

«. Damari. a resident of-Kiryat Ala,- 
was found, by a. resident of Mitzpe. 
Aviv, who took him to hospital were 
doctors saved his life. 


Israelis held in big London drug arrest 


Jerusalem Post Correspondent 
LONDON. - Two Israelis appeared 
in court yesterday charged with 
being involved in a major drug ring. 
The police recovered over six kilo- 
grams of cocaine with a street value 
of £1.5 million during a raid on a 
London flat. Six foreigners were 
arrested after a scuffle and chase. 

Following what has been de- 
scribed as the biggest haul by Scot- 
land Yard's drug squad, three men 
were charged with conspiracy to con- 
travene the Misuse of Drugs Act. 
The Israelis involved, both of whom 
reside in London, are Yehuda Levy, 
a 43-year-old waiter, and Shlomo 
Tennebaum, 38. The accused were 
remanded until next Monday. 


Detectives believe they have 
smashed an important link in a ma- 
jor international drug-smuggling 
organization. Drug squad officers 
evidently kept a secret watch on the 
group's activities since autumn and 
recently sprang a trap on their Edge- 
ware Road flat where £150,000 in 
cash were found as well as the record 
haul of cocaine.

Franz-J osef Strauss: 

‘Germany should reward Mengele captors’

Bavarian Prime Minister Fran 2 - 
Josef Strauss said yesterday that., 
although Josef Mengele is "surely 
not in Germany." the German gov- 
ernment should participate in prize 
money for the capture of the Nazi 
war criminal. 

Strauss spoke in response to a 
reporter's question about Mengele 
after emerging from an hour-long 
meeting in Beit Hanassi with Presi- 
dent Chaim Herzog. 

Asked whether the Bavarian gov- 
ernment should join in the efforts to 
find the Auschwitz doctor. Straus* 
said. “Of course.” adding that "we 
have a law in which such crimes 1 ' as 
Mengele's are never forgiven under 
the statute of limitations. 

Strauss added that the German 
government had increased the prize 


money for those who helped to cap- 
ture the murderer of a German in- 
dustrialist recently from 50,000 to 1 
million murks. 

"The lives of Mengele's victims 
are certainly not worth less than that 
of the German industrialist.” the 
Bavarian leader said. 

Strauss, who cave the president an 
ancient map of Israel, received from 
Herzog u German-language copy of 
the president's book The Arab 
Israeli li’iirt. Voicing his opposition 
to the sale of German weapons to 
Saudi Arabia, Herzog noted that if 
his guest reads the hook, he will find 
that the Saudis toined against Israel 
in every war in the Jewish state’s 
history. 

Strauss reportedly showed im- 
pressive familiarity with Israel's 
geographical, defence and strategic 
problems. 

He said later that the two discus- 


sed the West Bank, economic coop- 
eration, Egypt-Israe! relations and 
related matters. 

.Asked about Egyptian President 
Hosni Mubarak's peace feelers. 
Strauss said he welcomed it. 

"Camp David is a framework, but 
in it are a number of white spots 
Both sides have to move," he said. 

The German leader was accompa- 
nied by Minister without Portfolio 
Ezer Weizmun. who arrived at Beit 
Hanassi early to brief Herzog on the 
latest developments in the Egyptian 
peace moves, and remained after- 
wards to continue the briefing. 

During a visit to the Knesset. 
Strauss met for an hour with Speaker 
Shlomo Hillel. who told him lh.it 
there is “growing displeasure among 
Israelis" at Strauss's support of arms 
sales to Saudi Arabia. Such sales 
endanger Israel's security. Hillel 
told Strauss. 


T didn’t kill 
Orly Biton,’ 
defendant says 

TEL AVIV (Itim). - Yitzhak Reif- 
ler. one of two men charged with 
murdering 25-year-old Orly Biton 
on the sand dunes of Rishon Lezion 
in 19S2. yesterday denied he killed 
the woman. 

Reifler told the Tel Aviv District 
Court he had earlier confessed to the 
crime because "everyone suspected 
me of being involved, and they really 
got it into my head (that he had done 
it)."' 

Reifler and Yitzhak Aladjem 
were charged last September with 
the murder of Biton. whose body has 
never been found. But the two men's 
trials have been separated. 

Reifler. 2S. yesterday testified 
that in 1983. when he was an inmate 
in Ramie Prison, he had met Yosef 
Ginati. another inmate, who had 
said he would "reveal" to Reifler 
where Biton's body was. 

Reifler testified that Shmaya 
Angel, then on trial for the murder 
of two suspected heroin couriers, 
planned to use Bi ton's body to incri- 
minate Yisrael Yeshurun. a state's 
witness in the “double murder” 
case. But Reifler said he had not 
been involved in killing Biton. 

Man gets life 
forbludgeoning 
wife to death 

HAIFA (Itim). - A local taxi-driver 
was yesterday convicted by the Haifa 
District Court of bludgeoning his 
wife to death with a-hammer and was 
sentenced to life imprisonment for 
murder. _ 

The court found that years of 
friction between the man, Yosef 
Haimovitz. 55. and his wife, 
Blumetta. culminated in a violent 
quarrel in July last year. 

Yosef rushed to the kitchen cup- 
board, picked up a hammer and beat 
his wife on the head. When she fell to 
the floor he took his 16-year-old 
daughter to a neighbour's flat and 
called the police. 

On his return borne he found his 
wife bleeding on the floor, but still 
alive. He then attacked her again 
with the hammer until she died. 

The court rejected Haimovitz’s 
plea to have the charge reduced to 
manslaughter on the grounds that he 
had been provoked by his wife's 
constant nagging.

Citizens Rights MK Yosef Sarid said 
on the occasion of the 1 .000th day of 
Operation Peace for Galilee, that 
622 IDF soldiers hud been killed and 
5.369 wounded in Lebanon "without 
one of those responsible for laun- 
ching the war having to face justice."

Arab peace bridge 

AN ARAB PEACE movement con- 
sisting of Arab M Ks from ali factions 
has been proposed by Alignment 
MK Abdel Wahab Darousha. In a 
memo to all faction chairmen 
Darousha writes: “We local Arabs 
arc both Israeli citizens and mem- 
bers of the Palestinian nation. We 
are therefore able to serve as a 
bridge between the two sides in the 
Israel- Arab dispute.” 

Women’s roles 

WOMEN SOLDIERS are being in- 
creasingly integrated into the Israel 
Defence Forces intelligence, tech- 
nological . communications and com- 
puter services, the Knesset Foreign 
Affairs and Defence Committee 
learned yesterday. The committee 
was being briefed by OC Women’s 
Corps Aluf-Mishne Amira Dotan.

PRIME MINISTER Peres has asked 
the attorney-general and the legal 
adviser to the Foreign Ministry to 
prepare the necessary steps for the 
government to ratify the Interna- 
tional Convention on the Prevention 
of Discrimination Against Women. 
His adviser on the status of women in 
Israel, Dr. Nitza Shapira-Ubai, sug- 
gested the step. 

Phoney medicines 

THREE MEMBERS of the Abu

distributing phoney medicines in 
Israel and the territories. 

The accused are Husni. In. Has- 
san. 22. and 19-year-old Mohammed 
Abu Sneina. The trial will resume in 
June. 

Policemen disciplined 

TWO BEERSHEBA policemen, 
accused of beating Seren (captain) 
Gadi Bashiri. 2o. in March 1VS4 are 
on trial at' the local police disciplin- 
ary court. At the same time, assault 
charges against Bushiri h;ne been 
dropped by the police and ihe file 
closed. Bashiri has filed civil charges 
against the policemen. 

Bashiri says that he was stopped 
by the policemen at 4 a.m. when 
returning from his girlfriend's house 
early Saturdax morning. When he 
failed to produce identity docu- 
ments. police forced him into their 
car. Bashiri. who is an observant 
Jew. resisted, as he did not want to 
ride on the Sabbath. He said he was 
beaten by the police: the police at 
the time said Bashir assaulted them. 

Environment committee 

A BEERSHEBA action committee 
for the environment has decided to 
renew its activities after being dor- 
mant for more than a year. The main 
target of the committee's new drive 
will be the 125.000 tons of toxic 
materials that pass through Beersheba 
every day on their way to the toxic 
waste dump at Ram at Hovav south 
of the town. The committee met 
recently with Mayor Eliahu Navi, 
who is pushing for* a bypass road for 
the transport of waste products. 

Didn’t display prices 

TEL AVIV minimarket owners 
Y'ehezkel Y'osefshvili and his son Eli 
Ben-Y’osef were fined IS 1.2 million 
for not displaying prices. The Tel 
Aviv Magistrate's Court fined 
Y'osefshvili IS400.000 and gave him 
a six-week suspended sentence, and 
fined Ben-Y'osef ISS00.0O0 and gave 
him a three-month suspended sent- 
ence. Ben-Y'osef had three previous 
convictions on similar offences.

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British gov’t declares 
coal strike collapsing 


LONDON (Remer). - The govern- 
ment said yesterday that more than 
half of Britain's coalminers were 
now working and that the marathon 
pit strike was heading for collapse. 

Miners, facing financial hardship. 
h3ve been deserting the 50-week-old 
strike in record numbers since Mon- 
day. abandoning hopes of a negoti- 
ated settlement and responding to 
the state-run Coal Board's offers of 
ca<h and'holiday benefits. 

The board said 1.218 miners, 
mainly from traditionally militant 
areas, clocked on for work for the 
first time yesterday since the strike 
began in March. 

Board spokesman Michael Eaton 
said the breach of the psychological- 
ly important 50 per cent" mark was a 
“milestone in the return to sanity in 
the mining industry'." 

Government Energy Secretary 
Peter Walker said: “The great 
majority of the coal mining industry 
is at work." He added that the strike 


was effectively finished. 

More than 6.000 of the country’s 
186,000 miners have deserted the 
strike since Monday, the board says. 

Arthur Scargill. president of the 
National Union of Mineworkers 
(NUM). rejected the coal board’s 
figures saying about 80 per cent of 
the miners who went on strike last 
March were still out. He called for 
renewed talks. 

Scargill. who sees the accelerating 
drift back as a blow to NUM efforts 
to fight pit closures, attacked Bri- 
tain's trade unions for failing to 
strengthen the strike with cash aid to 
strikers or through industrial action. 

Walker said Scargill was blaming 
trade unionists because ‘‘he knows 
that the strike is finished.” 

He urged the union to accept the 
board’s latest peace proposals, 
which called on the NUM to agree in 
principle to the closure of unecono- 
mic pits, the central issue in the 
dispute. 


Northern Ireland towns see 
worst street clashes of year 


BELFAST < Reuter J- - Gangs of 
youths threw more than 100 petrol 
bombs at riot policemen and troops 
in three Northern Ireland towns in 
the province's worst street clashes 
this year, the police said yesterday. 

They said the petrol bombs were 
hurled" at them overnight by dozens 
of Catholic youths in Strabane, 113 
kilometres west of Belfast near the 
border with the Irish Republic. 

The riots follow the funerals of 
three Irish Republican Army (IRA) 
guerrillas shot by undercover British 
troops last weekend . 

Youths hijacked vehicles and used 
them to barricade streets near the 
scene of the shooting. The vehicles 
were set alight and policemen and 
troops were stoned when they tried 
to move in. 

Rioting broke out around the 
same time in Londonderry, when 
two police jeeps on patrol were 


petrol-bombed near the city centre. 

Rioting also erupted in Catholic 
West Belfast when policemen were 
petrol-bombed and later a bus was 
hijacked and set alight. 

A police spokesman said that 
when petrol bombs were thrown, the 
police used plastic bullets to break 
up gangs of rampaging youths but he 
said no injuries were reported. 

The Londonderry rioting was in 
the Catholic west of the city, where 
hardline republicans fighting British 
rule shot dead a self-confessed police 
informer and a former part-time sol- 
dier at the weekend. 

Several vehicles were hijacked 
and used to barricade streets else- 
where in Londonderry, where there 
was sporadic rioting into the early 
hours of the morning. 

Strabane. Londonderry and west 
Belfast were all later reported quiet.

Hijacked Lufthansa jet lands in Vienna 


VIENNA (Reuter). - Two Syrians 
armed with broken bottles and cut- 
lery' took two air hostesses hostage 
and forced a Lufthansa jet to land at 
Vienna airport yesterday, a West 
German embassy spokeswoman 
said. 

The Boeing 707 with 35 passen- 
gers and eight crew was surrounded 
bv paramilitary police. There were 
no reports of injury to occupants of 
the plane. Later last night, all 35 
passengers were released, but the 
crew remained on board. 

The Syrians had been detained in 
West Berlin after being refused asy- 
lum and were being deported to 


Syria. They were put on a flight to 
Damascus at Frankfurt, the spokes- 
woman said. 

A Lufthansa spokesman in Frank- 
furt said the plane was hijacked over 
Munich and circled Vienna’s 
Schwechat Airport for 40 minutes 
before landing. 

The spokeswoman said the 
embassy had been in contact with the 
plane but no direct negotiations 
were taking place. 

The hijackers originally deman- 
ded that their request for "asylum in 
Germany he reconsidered, but later 
changed their demand to asylum in 
an unspecified neutral country. 


Student unrest in two Indian states 


Accused spy: Christmas gifts routine 


OSLO ( AP). - Spy defendant Ame 
Treholl told high court judges 
yesterday that caviar and vodka he 
received from Soviet officials were 
only routine diplomatic holiday 
gifts. 

Taking the stand to testify in his 
own defence for a second straight 
day. Treholt sought to counter pro- 
secution implications that Soviet 
officials gave him such gifts to en- 
courage him into a relationship that 
led him to pass defence secrets to ' 
Soviet and Iraqi agents. 


The 42-year-old defendant said 
most embassies gave gifts of liquor 
but the Russians gave caviar. He said 
the volume of Christmas gifts was so 
heavy that at one point the Foreign 
Ministry discussed ending the prac- 
tice. 

Treholt said that after he became a 
secretary of Norway’s Trade and 
Shipping Ministry, he got so many 
Christmas gifts be began listing their 
value as income on "his annual tax 
forms. •

NEW DELHI (Reuter). - Schools, 
colleges and government offices 
were yesterday ordered closed until 
the weekend in the central Indian 
state of Madhya Pradesh because of 
an impending protest strike by stu- 
dents, the Press Trust of India (PTI) 
reported. 

The strike has been called for 
today by students protesting against 
a government policy reserving 25 per 
cent of jobs and university places for 
deprived groups called “backward 
classes,” who fall between untouch- 
ables and Brahmins on India’s Hin- 
du caste ladder. 

PTI quoted official sources in New 


Delhi as saying that the central gov- 
ernment was concerned over the 
growing student protest action in 
Madhya Pradesh and a similar cam- 
paign in neighbouring Gujarat state, 
both of which are preparing for state 
assembly elections. 

The sources said the government 
was prepared to send paramilitary 
reinforcements to the two states to 
maintain peace during the elections. 

In Gujarat, two buses were set on 
fire on Tuesday by protesters at 
Surat. Schools and colleges in many 
parts of the coastal state are shut 
because of the unrest. 


Iranian Phantoms strafe Greek tanker 


MANAMA. Bahrain (AP). - Three 
U.S.-made F-4 Phantom jet fighters 
of the Iranian Air Force yesterday 
strafed the Greek-owned super 
tanker Captain John G. Livanos in 
the Gulf waters off the coast of 
Qatar, marine salvage executives 
here reported. 

“It looked more like harassment 
than a real attack because the Io- 
nian jet fighters fired neither rockets 
nor missiles.” said one maritime 
shipping agent. 


The raid on the 123.648-ton vessel 
was confirmed by the London-based 
Lloyds shipping-intelligence unit, 
which reported that the warplanes 
struck at a point 110 kilometres 
northeast of the peninsula state of 
Qatar. 

Marine salvage offices in Bahrain 
and Dubai said the vessel sustained 
slight damage. 

“The Captain John G. Livanos is 
loaded with a cargo of Kuwaiti crude 
oil", a shipping executive said. 


Uruguay’s new president faces debt, hostile army 


MONTEVIDEO (Reuter). - Uru- 
guay’s new civilian president faces a 
host of economic problems and an 
army determined to avoid humilia- 
tion when he takes office tomorrow 
after 1 1 years of military rule. 

Julio Sanguinetii. the leader of the 
centrist Colorado party, was elected 
on November 25 in the country’s first 
presidential and parliamentary elec- 
tions in 13 years. His party got about 
40 per cent of the votes. 

One of Sanguinetti’s first jobs will 
be dealing with Uruguay's $5 billion 
fore fan debt, which, in a nation of 


under three million people, is one of 
the highest per capita in the world. 

He will have to grapple with an 
economy in deep recession, with 
unemployment running at more than 
15 per cent, and social security for 
Uruguay's large population of elder- 
ly people becoming a major financial 
burden for the government. 

The trade-union movement, out- 
lawed under the military govern- 
ment. is flexing its muscles. It is 
calling a growing number of strikes 
and demanding the restoration of 
real wage levels, which have drop- 


ped 50 per cent in the last decade. 

Sanguinerti has said he will tackle 
the problems through an export-led 
recovery, opening new markets and 
providing incentives for export in- 
dustries. 

The outgoing military government 
has been criticized for opening the 
country to a flood of cheap imports. 
But the military has said it will not 
accept investigations into its hand- 
ling of the economy. 

The new president will have to be 
ready to smooth ruffled feathers in 


the high command as the democratic 
climate allows harsher criticism. 

Yet the main attacks on the milit- 
ary are likely to be reserved for its 
human-rights abuses, and it is in this 
area that Sanguineui will have to 
tread most carefully. 

The army has said it would not 
countenance the type of humiliation 
faced by colleagues in Argentina, 
where three ex-presidents highly 
placed in the mlitary are to be tried 
in criminal court for human-rights 
abuses. 


Pope, Gromyko discuss 
world peace, Catholics 


VATICAN CITY. - Pope John Paul 
and Soviet Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko discussed world peace and 
the situation of Catholics in the 
Soviet Union for nearly two hours 
yesterday at their first meeting for 
six years. 

Meanwhile, hundreds of Italian 
students staged an anti-Soviet de- 
monstration in downtown Rome, 
protesting against Soviet military in- 
tervention in Afghanistan. 

The Polish pope and Gromyko, 
accompanied by two Vatican and 
two Soviet officials and two interpre- 
ters. spoke in Italian and Russian 
respectively around a table in the 
private papal library, the Vatican 
said. 

The Vatican described the atmos- 
phere as cordial. The two men 
smiled as they greeted each other 
before the meeting and appeared 
satisfied as they exchanged gifts 
afterwards. 

When a reporter asked after the 
meeting how he judged the encoun- 
ter. Gromyko replied in English: "It 
was good." 


Asked if he had invited the pope 
to the Soviet Union, the veteran 
Soviet minister said: "The question 
was not involved." Last August the 
pope disclosed that he had noi been 
allowed to visit the Soviet republic of 
Lithuania to take part in religious 
celebrations. 

The pope was accompanied by 
Cardinal Aeosrino Casaroli. Vatican 
secretary of state. Archbishop 
Achille Sflvestrini. secretary of the 
Council for the Public Affairs of the 
Church, and an interpreter. 

Gromyko, who leaves today for 
Spain at the end of a three-day visit 
to Rome during which he has also 
had talks with Italian leaders, was 
accompanied by Soviet Deputy 
Foreign Minister Nikita Ryzhtn . the 
Soviet ambassador to Italy. Nikolai 
Lunkov. and an interpreter. 

The pope has strongly defended 
the rights of Catholics in the Soviet 
Union, where church activities in the 
Soviet republics of Lithuania. Lat- 
via. Estonia and the Ukraine have 
been restricted. (Reuter. AP) 


Soviets: We’re not breaking 
arms treaties, but the U.S. is 


MOSCOW (AP). - The Soviet Un- 
ion yesterday said it has officially 
warned Washington that “ground- 
less charges" of Soviet treaty viola- 
tions and U.S. plans for a space- 
based missile shield threaten nuclear 
arms talks scheduled to start March 
12 . 

The statement, accusing the U.S. 
government of violating existing 
arms accords while casting asper- 
sions on Soviet adherence to the 
agreements, was delivered to the 
U.S. State Department by the Soviet 
Embassy in Washington “a few days 
ago.” according to the official news 
agency Tass. A specific date was not 
given. 

A text of the Soviet complaint to 
Washington was distributed by Tass 
and at a news briefing yesterday, by 
the Foreign Ministry’s chief spokes- 
man. Vladimir Lomeiko. 

The Soviet response was trig- 
gered. according to the text, by a 
report last month by the U.S. accus- 
ing the Soviet Union of violating 
existing treaties. 

Washington's talk of Soviet viola- 


tions of the 1972 Anti-Ballistic Mis- 
sile Treaty is intended to divert 
attention for U.S. plans for a space- 
based anti-missile system, dubbed 
the “Star Wars” defence, which 
would violate the ABM treaty, the 
Soviets said. 

The Soviets also reiterated their 
contention that the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization’s deployment 
of new U.S.-built cruise and Per- 
shing 2 missiles in Western Europe 
violates the Salt II treaty and blamed 
the U.S. for obstructing agreement 
on a nuclear test ban. 

In Washington. Reagan adminis- 
tration arms-control adviser Paul 
Nitze on Tuesday told the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee thar 
the U.S. may be willing to negotiate 
with the Soviet Union on deploying 
the U.S. anti-missile system. But 
research into the programme will not 
be halted, he said. 

Asked if the deployment of such a 
system was negotiable in Geneva. 
Nitze. who will advise a three- 
member U.S. negotiating team at 
the talks, said: “It would be on the 
table. It would not be excluded.’’ 


2,000-year-old tomato seeds sprout 

PEKING (AP). - Some 2.000-year-qld seeds taken from an andent tomb in 
central China have sprouted into -plants bearing tomatoes, stunning 
archeologists, a Chinese newspaper reported yesterday - 
A team exploring a Han dynasty tomb in Chengdu. Sichuan -province, in 
19S3 found several carbonized objects that appeared to be fruits and nuts, the 
English-language China Daily said. 

The team covered the mysterious objects with boiled and sterilized 
blankets. “A month later, they lifted the blankets to discover - to their 
astonishment - that the remains had germinated, producing about 40 green 
buds.” the paper said. 

The plants continued to grow and bore fruit. “At first, the fruit looked like 
a date, then it gradually turned red and grew into an oval-shaped fruit as big 
as an egg," the paper said. 

“Upon close examination, experts concluded that the fruit was definitely a 
tomato," it said. 

Previous theories, held that tomatoes were not native to China but were 
imported in the last century from South America. 


At least 2 dead in big German pileups 


DUEREN. West Germany (AP). - 
Some 200 cars piled up in two sepa- 
rate accidents early yesterday on 
fog-shrouded Rhineland highways, 
killing at least two persons and injur- 
ing many others, the police said. 

The first pile-up involving about 
150 cars occurred on a freeway be- 
tween Cologne and Aachen, where 
visibility was less than 100 metres 
because of dense fog. 

There were two confirmed fatali- 
ties and many seriously injured. But 
the full number of casualties was not 
immediately known. 

Firemen and ambulances were 


still working at the scene at midday 
to free victims trapped in burning 
vehicles, and the four-lane freewav 
was blocked off to traffic in both 
directions. 

In the other mass pileup. some 50 
vehicles crashed on a freeway near 
Neuss. a suburb of Duesseldorf.

. Darom, who was one of three

,4faiis same,” says Darom. “They feel that 
life in a community that accepts 
2; them as equals has therapeutic qual- 
• 7 ities far beyond anything a hostel or 




asylum could provide." And, of 
course, there is no altruism involved; 
these communities rely on such ex- 
ceptional groups for their livelihood. 

But there are. many good reasons 
for “togetherness.” 

“Bentov felt very strongly that the 
communes movement can put socie- 
ty on the road of cooperation and set 
it free from its growing egocentricity 
and competitiveness,” says Darom. 
“He felt this was the path to human 
survival.” 

The kibbutz, with its long and 
visible history, could be a focal 
point, a unique source of help to 
other such experiments in alterna- 
tive living around the world, Bentov 
felt. It could also solve the problem 
of alienation in the atomic age. 

“He made conenections with ega- 
litarian, democratic communes all 
over the world,” explains Darom, 
“not those with a religious bent or a 
guru leader. After a few years, he 
succeeded almost single-handed to 
convene the 1981 conference.” 

Darom thinks that conference, is 
important because it gave- the far- 
flung communes a sense of belong- 
ing to something bigger than the sum 
of each little part, and perhaps even 
sowed the seed of a future move- 
ment. “Indeed, today, there is more 
of a desire to form some sort of 
network between the various com- 
munes, at least on a national level." 

' Darom covered the conference for 
the Mapam daily Al Hamishmar 
which Bentov had founded in pre- 
independence Israel. He was in- 
strumental in having the United Kib- 
butz Movement join the ICD “so as 
to have a wider shoulder to lean on.” 

Outside Israel, however, not 
everyone is eager to lean on the 
kibbutz shoulder, united or alone. 
Apart from the obvious objection of 
a small minority to having anything 
to do with Israel because of its 
alleged imperialism and oppression, 
some communes simply are afraid of 
the large size of even the smallest 
kibbutz. In Europe, says Darom. 
most communes have only a handful 
of members. 

Throughout the world, communes 
are mushrooming, especially in 
times of economic difficulties. Many 
are simply organized squatters who 
manage to get a temporary lease on 
an endangered building in return for 
the upkeep. Each “member” has a 
flat and often dinin g room facilities 
are shared, as well as the mainte- 
nance. People who like children but 
may not necessarily want their own - 
or have an offspring but no official 
mate - are especially drawn to this 
arrangement, Darom points out. “I 
have children around me, like real 
good pals, nearly like they were my 
own, without the responsibility of a 
father,” is a typical remark. The 
women, appreciate having readily- 

available babysitters around'; 

■ Here are some examples of* the 
varied nature of communes around 
the world: 

• Laurieston Hall in Scotland seems 
to be a successful blend of two con- 
current lifestyles. Half the 30 people 
in this commune live in an egalita- 
rian setting where everything is 
shared, while the other half lives in 
separate quarters and keep both 
their privacy and their incomes. 
However, the two halves mingle, 
especially because their income con- 
sists of hosting seminars and work-

shops on communal living at their 
huge mansion. 

■ Redfidd commune near Milton 
Keynes in central England is equally 
rural, but here everything is run 
cooperatively, working the land 
together and contributing equally to 
the overall expenses. 

• Moora Moora commune in Aus- 
tralia insists that every member 
“buy in" (the price is not small, but 
the member then essentially becom- 
es a shareholder in the enterprise) 
and then build a house according to 
the means at the new member's 
disposal. Despite the capitalistic in- 
itiation, the community thrives - it 
has been active for ten years - be- 
cause of a good team spirit. 

The Labour government in Aus- 
tralia, in fact, is encouraging young 
people to set up communes. It hopes 
to settle thousands of young people 
on the dole in small communities 
modelled closely after the kibbutz, 
“and we here in Israel try to advise 
and assist them in this daring ven- 
ture,'” says Toel Darom. ■" ' r 
'• New Zealand also has communes; 
The most veteran. Riverside, 
already has second-generation mem- 
bers. Most communes are two young 
for this to happen yet. 

• There is a large commune in West 
Berlin, with 200 members who de- 
rive most of their income from an 
Unusual circus that they run. 

“The communes are different one 
from the other," Darom points out. 
Some of them are like the kibbutz, 
with a shared economy, where ev- 
erything is done together although 


on a small scale. There aren't many 
like this. 

“For the most part, these com- 
munes are houses that people build 
together or share, with everyone 
having a room alone and sharing 
some communal, entertainment 
space. In Holland, this is booming 
with government help. Each house 
has 6-10 units with one unit set aside 
for meetings, play, dining and so on. 
Each cluster of such houses makes 
up a neighbourhood, a small coop- 
erative community." 

The question of money - how it is 
earned, distributed, spent - is as 
fundamental in these communes as it 
is on the kibbutz, where the notion 
of private property is slowly coming 
out of the closet. In Holland, most 
communards have private funds, but 
they share space and feelings and 
activities. 

Many single-parent families are 
attracted to this arrangement, 
Darom says, because they have the . 
advantage of built-in surrogates for 
the children. “When I visited one of 7 
these communes,' 1 also did some 
baby-sitting," he adds with a smile. 

Whatever the commune’s size, it 
grapples- with the same basic ques- 
tions the kibbutz has been trying to 
solve for years: for example, the 
individual’s freedoms and the com- 
munity’s needs. 

The education of the children is 
also a major source of soul- 
searching, as is labour and all aspects 
of sharing. “How much planning is 
allowed?” asks Darom. “After all. 
planning limits freedom. Does any 


group have the right to decide for the 
individual - and does any individual 
have the right to decide for a group? 
We in the kibbutzim have a" tradi- 
tion. but each commune must decide 
its policies for itself." 

The kibbutz as an institution 
which enjoys government support, 
has an advantage over communities 
which are set up specifically as an 
alternative ro the establishment and 
without any help. “I am well aware 
of the great advantage enjoyed bv 
the kibbutz here in Israel, at least 
insofar as getting it started is con- 
cerned,” says Darom, who is also 
aware of the difficulty in setting up 
new kibbutzim in Israel despite such 
backbone. “Most of the communes 
look as if they have do leg to stand 
on, as if the slightest problem will 
make them crumble. But then I see 
the great effort invested in making it 
work, the dedication and the spirit of 
revolution bursting to get out of 
conventional lifestyles. 

’ * 4 These people leave the indi- 
vidualistic frameworks of their lives 
and dedicate themselves to seting up 
their own little commune and I'm 
full of admiration for them - even 
awe.” 

The Dutch conference last year 
brought out a desire for some re- 
source centre on communes, at least 
on a national level. Sometimes, not 
only does the individual not know 
what communal options are avail- 
able in any one country, but the 
communes themselves have no con- 
nection with or knowledge of one 
another. Often, people with similar 


ideas and groups meet at these con- 
ferences for the first time, with 
mutual surprise. 

Denmark is the first European 
country to integrate these alterna- 
tive communities into a network of 
information, with cross-filing. Eng- 
land is not far behind, with not only a 
referral centre but also its own pro- 
jeers. 

Cooperation was the cornerstone 
of the Israeli conference, and was 
expressed in its resolutions, which 
were all reached by unanimous vote 
(communes find ihe notion of major- 
ity rule anathema, says Darom. and 
prefer consensus. J Here are some of 
the resolutions: 

“We. members of alternative 
communities the world over, which 
are founded on principles of equal- 
ity. democracy and individual free- 
dom. committed to cooperation, in- 
terdependance and mutual assistan- 
ce... recommend the exchange of ex- 
periences and perspectives concern- 
ing our lifestyles and our attempts to 
change society... 

“It is important to learn from one 
another how to identify the causes of 
preseni-day alienation and to discov- 
er how best to contribute to the 
changing of society, in the know- 
ledge that we are only a part of a 
much broader current of liberating 
experiences and initiatives... 

“We urge that efforts be made to 
develop contacts and forms of coop- 
eration and mutual assistance be- 
tween the various collectives in each 
country." 

Darom thinks the ICD can act as 
the clearing house for these mutual 
links. Last May. he added to the 
ICD’s newsletter a questionnaire to 
be filled by kibbutz volunteers all 
over Israel which could then be used 
as a base for recruitment to those 
communes willing to add members. 
The kibbutz experience gives many 
people a taste of a lifestyle they 
might wanr to continue living. 
Darom feels. 

But cooperation is an ideal most 
communes like to keep within the 
family rather than expand. “What’s 
unique to many communes is that 
while they are committed to sharing 
everything within the community, 
they are largely disinterested in set- 
ting up a world-wide federation of 
communes, and this is where we feel 
we have a mission." says Darom. 

And after all. the communes are 
not alike. In San Patrignano. near 
Rimini. Italy, there is a 10l)-member 
commune that specializes in drug 
rehabilitation. The community 
adopts 500 drug abusers at once, and 
through a programme of hard work, 
job retraining and above all love, the 
addicts are helped to reintegrate into 
the society the communards have 
left. The success rate, anyhow, is 
beyond question as evinced by the 
fact that court judges “sentence" 
addicts to life onxhis commune. 

Darom says that there are many 
communes in Europe dedicated to 
helping soda! outcasts, especially 
young psychiatric patients who are 
integrated into the community’s 
work-and-living pattern for ther- 
apeutic reasons. 

Darom, the ICD's central figure 
today, says that he is eager to spread 
the word and facilitate communica- 
tion between the seemingly- 
different communities worldwide. 


He knows that many feel that the 
kibbutz as an estnblishment-hacked 
entity is not a worthwhile model but 
he says that the kibbutz at any rate 
was never meant to be an export 
item. 

"We have here something valid of 
relevance to each commune in the 
world and 1 do think that thev know 
it. There is something in our great 
store of experience and knowledge 
spread over hundreds of cooperative- 
communities in Israel that can give 
insights to those willing to learn.' It'*, 
really one large experimental 
laboratory." 

Some communes do want to emu- 
late the kibbutz but find it difficult to 
grow. The American Federation of 
Egalitarian Communities has sj\ 
members - the largest commune 
has 75 members and the smallest has 
five. In Europe, however, most com- 
munes like their pocket size and 
resist growth. They rarely have more 
than :n members. Darom says. 

“Instead of social and economic 
organization like the kibbutz's, they 
concentrate on social interact ion and 
even intimacy." says Yoel Darom. 
“They make a living from agricul- 
ture - and from hosting conferences 
and workshops on their lifestyle." 

The Lifespan Community in 
Townhead. Yorkshire. England, 
lives in a farmhouse and owns a 
printing press. There is a notice 
board near the shop on which mem- 
bers canvass each other for ideas and 
resolutions. Only when the board 
reveals differences of opinion or a 
desire to do so does everyone get 
together for a discussion. 

The communes movement, as 
loose as it is. is linked to other 
alternative movements: peace, nuc- 
lear disarmament, women's rights, 
and so on. Most are dedicated to 
preserving the environment healthy 
and to organic foods. 

Few of these communes have been 
around long enough to worry about 
drop-outs in the second generation, 
as the kibbutz does. So the question 
of education sometimes takes on an 
anarchical turn. Bentov cautioned 
the delegates in 1981 not to think of 
education as brainwashing, but 
rather as an ideological tool to pass 
the concepts of the commune on to 
the children. “Whatever education 
you decide to give your children, it 
will always come under the influence 
of conventional society. We need to 
reform education before we reform 
the whole of society." 

Dr. Ya'acov Oved. who teaches 
the history of communes, told the 
conference that there are two polar- 
ities between which communes oscil- 
late vis-a-vis the outside world: 
“Both of the extremes are danger- 
ous to communal existence," he 
cautioned. “Seclusion might lead the 
communal social unit to' a state of 
sterilization or petrification, while 
on the other hand complete involve- 
ment can cause assimilation and loss 
of identity." 

The kibbutz is both isolated and 
involved: both independent and sub- 
sidized. 

This paradox may well give it 
some legitimacy in spearheading the 
organizational efforts to create a 
movement of communes.

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"But you must know how,” I dare 
to suggest. 

"Times have changed,” replies 
Michael. “Only 10 years ago a car 
was for most Israelis a mystery land 
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left to the initiated, like space mis- 
sions and astronautics today. But not 
any more. 

"We have all become car- 
conscious and we have learned fast, 
mostly by dire necessity. And. if in 
need, there is always someone to 
consult.

At Rassco it is Shimon and Yit- 
zhak and at Gilo Arthur and Kobi 
who are reported to be in great 
demand. They walk around like pro- 
fessors in an old German-style uni- 
versity and comment on the develop- 
ments. You can also get sound 
advice on where and how to buy the 
best tools - investments which pay 
back the initial expense in no time. 


In a number of Jerusalem factor- 
ies. Dan informs me. the transport 
department helps workers with their 
car upkeep. Frequently the manage- 
ment offers their facilities for major 
operations. Many pay itinerant, on- 
the-side garazhniks for their ser- 
vices. Only major repairs must be 
done in official garages in the pre- 
vailing opinion. 

“Your brand new car remains 
brand new as long as you keep it 
away from some professional and 
authorized bodies.” accuses 
Michael. “Your guarantee obliges 
you to go there for the first check-up 
and free, but obligatory adjust- 
ments. But you'd better keep your 
eye on what they are doing, and they 
like to keep you outside,” he con- 
tinues. “*for your personal safety,’ 
they insist. Your heart aches when 
you imagine how those young and 
eager apprentices impatiently tight- 
en the bolts on your precious vehi- 
cle. 

“You sweat for years, take high- 
percentage loans, scrimp and save to 
buy a car at four limes what it would 
cost abroad. And then for them it is 
another one in a line. They have no 
respect or love For it whatsoever." 

He keeps a large stock of spare 
parts, filters, spark plugs, rotors and 
platinum points and various oils at 
home. It is a moderate, but well- 
justified investment. 

“See that tin?" he points out. “It is 
German-manufactured brake fluid 
which cost IS1 ,600 only a little while 
ago. The price is IS5.400 today. 
Don’t ask me how and why. That is 
what they ask at any spare parts 
shop. The same goes for many other 
important items.” 

All along the Rassco quarter 
promenade the self-made mechanics 
are busy. They study their mainte- 
nance books like a new Sinoitic gos- 
pel and frequently invest in the more 
precise professional literature. 
Many leave the brakes and steering 
to garages, but perform other adjust- 
ments. It is only the privileged class 
of VIPs whose cars are maintained 
by the appointed agents and that at 
the taxpayers’ expense. 

The mechanics’ wives despair at, 
the repeated requests for rags and 
the dirty' hands and shoes of their 
husbands. And in the evening one no 
longer discusses finance, politics or 
the children.

Under long-existing policies of 
y companies. from the 
I9b0s. payment is calculated on a 
semi-annual linkage to the index - 
which means the real value is 
seriously whittled away in the in- 
tervening months since the Decem- 
ber or June index. Moreover, actual 
payment may legally be delayed for 
up to 90 days after the request is 
filed. 

The Histadrut Consumer Author- 
ity objects to the new arrangement, 
whereby existing policy holders can 
go aver to a system" of monthly- 
linkage of the policy's value - but 
only if the holder agrees to undergo a 
new medical examination and passes 


it. He then must add 35 per cent to 
his premium payments. Long-time 
policy- holders who are nearing re- 
tirement age' are afraid of taking 

such a medical re-examination and 
should not be required to do so. the 
authority believes. 

It also points out that the most 
critical situation occurs with long- 
time policy holders who have 
already reached retirement age and 
have paid up all their premiums, as 
there is no option for them to change 
over to monthly linkage. These peo- 
ple and their beneficiaries are har- 
dest hit by the erosion of the real 
value of their policies, and they 
number in the tens of thousands, 
Deutch says- 

Deutch called for a reappraisal of 
the life insurance arrangements, 
even though the existing option for 
policy change, with th$ medical 
exam required, has already been 
approved by the Commissioner of. 
Insurance. 

The Consumer Authority raised 
the subject at a press conference 
held to announce the launching of its 
annual “Consumer Month," which 
begins next Sunday. 


Tourist industry in dire 
need of apartment resorts

The key to success for a tourist 
centre is apartment resorts, and 
Israel doesn't have any . according to 
Rafael Farber. director-general of 
the Tourism Ministry. 

Farber. who was addressing a 
meeting of the Jerusalem Skal Club 
at the Plaza Hotel yesterday, said 
investment in this form of "tourist 
accommodation would be high on 
the list of topics during a special 
session of the government on Sun- 
day. which is to be devoted to tour- 
ism. Other topics will be: giving all 
branches of the tourist industry the 
status of export industries, invest- 
ment in aggressive marketing 
abroad, and tax reductions for 
Israelis taking holidays within the 
country. 

Regarding the apartment com- 
plexes. Farber noted that there is a 
general tendency toward active 
family holidays, with families staying 
in apartment hotels and resort con- 
dominiums. which are either rented 
or bought for yearly use. In new 
resorts in Spain. France and Italy, 
over 50 per cent of the rooms are in 
such accommodations. Other coun- 
tries going into this area are Greece, 
Switzerland and Cyprus. . 


The apartment complexes have 
the advantage of needing little in- 
vestment in~ public areas, a small 
staff and low energy costs. As a 
result, a family can stay in a self- 
catering flat at a total cost of $500 a 
week. At the same time, he said, the 
tendency for such guests to spend 
much of" their time out of their holi- 
day flat gave resorts with a large 
percentage of these visitors a desir- 
able “carnival atmosphere.” 

At the present, he noted , there are 
hardly any such flats in Israel and 
those that do exist are located in 
residential areas. Farber said the 
ministry is to propose allocation of 
land for such structures in Eilat. 
Ashkelon and at the Dead Sea and 
Lake Kinneret.

Israel could do a lot more than it 
has in the business of hasbara, ex- 
plaining its case abroad, and at least 
one expert in the field thinks the way 

to do it is by making a business out of 
it. 

For five years. Steve Leibowitz 
has been an escort for the Govern- 
ment Press Office. Now be wants to 
do much tire same thing, but on a 
commercial basis, offering ordinary 
visitors the same insights accorded 
the VIPs. His new company will be 
called Diplomatic Services. 

A tourist can take a regular tour of 
the Negev or Galilee, and even see 
Judea and Samaria or Taba. he said, 
but the focus of the tour will be 
historical, not the issues deated in 
Israeli society. But Israel has a high 
rate of returning tourists and many 
of them care far more about the 
country than casual visitors do. 
Some of them contribute funds and 
want to know how they are being 
used. 

Leibowitz feels he is uniquely able 
to do just this, with dozens of press 
tours under his belt, with contacts in 
the Foreign Ministry, the army 
spokesman's office and political 
bodies ranging in outlook from 
Tehiya to the Citizens' Rights Move- 
ment. 

In addition, he has about 40 ex- 
perts and academics willing to save 
briefing sessions. 

But unlike the VIP tours, where 
participation is by invitation only. 
Diplomatic Services plans to have 
weekly guaranteed departures. A 
typical tour might begin with a poli- 
tical briefing and then go on to visit, 
say. a West Bank mayor, as well as a 
Jewish settler in Samaria. Other 
tours might concentrate on seeing 
the country's borders, high- 
technology or zero in on aspects of 
aliva.

For such tours, the price would 
come to about 555 for a one-day 
excursion. SI 10 for two days, includ- 
ing an overnight stay. 

Leibowitz notes that neither he 
nor any of those involved with the 
company are guides licensed by the 
ministry. Indeed, be claims that his 
type of company represents a sort of 
*'non-tourisra.'' 

Nor does he fear differences of 
opinion. He prefers to deal with 
people who are negative, because 
they present a challenge. "I don’t 
expect to convince them, but I hope 
to show them another perspective." 

Diplomatic Services, which is rep- 
resented in the U.S.. by Tzell 
Travel, is located at 64 Rehov

Moriah chain drops J ordan River Hotel

The marriage between the Jordan 
River Hotel in Tiberias and the 
Moriah chain ended in a quick di- 
vorce after Moriah announced 
yesterday that it has terminated the 
management agreement reached 
less than a year ago. 

Yair Youtzis. general manager of 
the Moriah chain, said that the own- 
ers had failed to fulfil the conditions 
stipulated in the contract, making it 
impossible to maintain the standards 
of the management chain, which has 
hotels in Jerusalem, Eilat and at the 
Dead Sea. 

The management agreement was 
reached in May of 1984 and, accord- 


ing to Moriah, the chain had mar- 
keted the hotel successfully, by vir- 
tue of its reputation. A spokesman 
for the company said that it is impor- 
tant for the chain to have a hotel in 
Tiberias as part of a package, but not 
at any price. 

The hotel's owner is Yair Web- 
man, a building contractor.

The relatively new profession of internal auditing 

The ‘conscience’ of a business firm

TEL AVTV. - Businessmen are no 
more dishonest - or honest - today 
than they were in past generations. 
. “If we hear more today aboutfraud. 
about either the boss himself or one 
of his employees ripping-off the 
company, or about mismanagement 
bordering on gross negligence, it is 
only because many more cases come 
to light. And we internal auditors 
should be thanked for these revela- 
tions.” 

This is stated by William E. Swan- 
son. of the U.S., senior vice- 
chairman of the board of the Insti- 
tute of Internal Auditors, a body 
which has affiliates in 35 countries, 
including Israel. 

Swanson was recently here on a 
goodwill tour and to meet his col- 
leagues at the Israel Institute of 
Internal auditors, whose president is 
Ya'acov Hirch, of Bank Leumi. The 
entire profession became organized 
only in the early 1940s in the U.S., 
but since then it has assumed an 
ever-growing importance. 


Swanson describes the work of an 
internal auditor - who generally 
must have a university degree in 
accountancy, pass specific examina- 
tions in internal auditing, phis a 
two-year training period (although 
sometimes general experience is 
sufficient) - as something akin to the 
“conscience of a business firm.” 

Mismanagement is a much greater 
money loser for a company than 
fraud: and the problems presented 
to the internal auditor are entirely 
different. Fraud is a c rimin al off- 
ence. and if he “blows tire whistle" 
on his boss, or one one of the com- 
pany's employees, the internal au- 
ditor is in a protected position. 

But what happens if the internal 
auditor begins to criticize his boss for , 
mismanagement 7 and die boss con- 
tinues? The internal auditor could 
easily be fired. 

“A safeguard has been worked 
out in these cases to protect ns," 
Swanson says. “Generally, the 
board of directors has an indepen- 
dent internal auditing committee 


Brazil's debt rescheduling postponed 


PARIS (AP). - Talks here on res- 
cheduling Brazil's enormous debt to 
western governments have been 
postponed until the country straight- 
ens out its relations with the Interna- 
tional Monetary Fund (IMF), a 
senior official familiar with the nego- 
tiations said yesterday. 

Brazil is the world's largest de- 
btor. It owes more than $100 billion 
to private and government lenders 
and has run into some difficulty 
recently for failing to meet IMF 
economic targets. Brazil's Finance 
Minister, Ernane Galveas, said last 
month he planned to approach the 
Paris Club of western government 
creditors about rescheduling $8.8b. 
in interest payments due between 
1985 and 1991. Another $45b. in 
principal payments are theoretically 
due during that same period. 

Brazil was hoping to stretch the 
principal payments out over 16 
years, but failure to meet the IMF 
targets has delayed that restructur- 
ing.

Turfeey to have new 
standby IMF accord 

ANKARA (Reuter). - Turkey is to 
have a new agreement to borrow 
from the International Monetary 
Fund (IMF), Prime Minister Turgut 
Ozal said last week. 

Turkey's current accord with the 
IMF which expires on April 3, is for 
225 million special drawing rights 
(SDRS) but western experts said the 
new one was likely to be smaller, 
perhaps 100m. SDRS. 


Yesterday's Solutions 
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lowed the IMF's recent move to cut 
off further credits to Brazil until the 
country proves it can adhere to its 
austerity programme. .With few ex- 
ceptions. Paris Club reschedulings 
are granted only to countries that 
have filed an acceptable austerity 
programme with the IMF.

However, there was no sign of any intervention by the U.S. Federal 
Reserve, America's central bank. 

Warnings about the dangers of a too-high dollar by Volckertouched off the 
first dollar selling on Tuesday. But President Reagan has rejected “tinker- 
ing with the dollar, in case a weaker currency reignites U.S. inflation. 

The Bundesbank, worried about the ill-effects of an ever-sinking mark 
against the dollar, underlined its attitude by saying publicly it alone had sold 
several hundred million dollars in concerted currency intervention. Banking 
sources said the Germans had invited other central banks to join them . 

Corporate customers soon joined the general selloff , seeing the possibility 
of yawning losses, as dollars bought during the currency's rise Tuesaav would 
have to be resold much lower. 

The story was repeated around Europe. In Paris, the dollar dived more 
than 30 centimes, to be fixed at 10.1750, and touched a low of 10.06 francs. In 
Italy the dollar was more than 100 lira down at one stage to 2.035. And in 
Madrid it fell six pesetas to around 185. 

The British pound surged strongly as the dollars flowed into the markets, 
veering away from the parity with the U.S. currency that had threatened on 
Tuesday. It rose above $1.10, more than five cents higher than its start 
yesterday morning, bur later retreated to around $1.09 

Banking sources in London said total sales by the central banks could have 
been as high as one billion dollars. 

It was believed that the Bundesbank invited other central banks to 
participate in a concerted attack on the dollar, dealers said. There was no 
immediate comment from any of the central banks, however. | 

The Bundesbank yesterday morning began selling dollars forward for 
delivery in three months and then continued selling dollars for immediate 
delivery in the spot market in a two-wave attack. 

The central bank intervention triggered a wave of selling by corporations 
anxious to recover positions taken during the dollar's almost unbroken climb 
in recent weeks. 

The Reagan Administration has been lukewarm to market intervention to 
cool the dollar, despite pleas from U.S. export industries that they were being 
priced out of world markets. 

Despite yesterday's fall in the dollar, many dealers said there was still a . 
strong demand for U.S. currency. 

'My own suspicion is that we'U see the dollar starting to rise again, because 
I think the market is still very, very bullish for the dollar and I suspect we're 
just seeing a temporary setback." said Neil Robinson, an economist at Chase 
Manhattan Bank. (Reuter, AP) 


TEL AVIV. - The share market 
see-saw took another down-swing 
yesterday, after two days of rises.

The proportion of share turnover 
taken by the '•arrangement" bank 
shares dropped to about one third, 
from almost one half at the begin- 
ning of the week. This reflected the 
emergence of stronger selling press- 
ures on the "free” share market. 

Most of this pressure was 
absorbed by the mutual funds and 
other large groups, which have given 
the market most of its "backing” in 
the recent period. Thus, although

per cent, and 29 others were “sellers 
only.”

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The limits of mystery 

SOME of the mystery surrounding Egypt’s latest diplomatic 
departure has lifted. And what is visible behind the veil does 
not, unfortunately, represent a great leap forward. 

Instead of seeking Israel's agreement to a conference with 
Jor dania n and' Palestinian representatives, as he suggested in 
an interview earlier this week with The New York Times , 
President Mubarak apparently had a more intricate scheme. 
He sought Israel's prior acquiescence to a joint Jordanian- 
Palestinian delegation that would be received in Washington. 

The purpose of assembling such a delegation presumably 
would be to obtain American recognition for the Jordanian- 
Arafat agreement and, more importantly, for a Palestinian 
representation that would bear, though not brandish, at least 
some PLO colours. Having in this way moved the U.S. from its 
long-held refusal to treat with the PLO, Egypt could then hope 
that Washington would elbow Israel into joining negotiations 
with this new array. 

The maneuver no doubt represents a genuine Egyptian 
intent. to restart the engines of wbat once was fondly called the 
peace process. For Mr. Mubarak is not comfortable in carrying 
alone, without other Arab partners, a peace agreement with 
Israel. Moreover, from the Egyptian point of view it was always 
plain that Camp David was not designed to mean a separate 
peace. The peace treaty was to be followed by agreement over 
Judea, Samaria, and Gaza. 

But genuine or not, the maneuver is too elaborately cont- 
rived to r be genuinely useful. For contrivance cannot well 
confront hard issues. Israel's refusal to negotiate with the PLO 
cannot be circumvented by taking a detour to Washington. And 
the Reagan administration’s obvious reluctance to take the lead 
and force any of the parties, including Israel, to do what it is not 
ready to do cannot be overcome by ambiguous intimations of 
agreements that do not exist. 

The dramatics of the Egyptian stratagem have also not added 
anything useful. Secret late night meetings with a mysterious 
envoy, whose coming has, however, been previously 
announced, denied and then announced again, are not the 
ingredients for serious secret diplomacy with a democratic 
country that has an active, even hyperactive, free press, like 
Israel. 

On the contrary such devices detract from the sobriety of the 
diplomatic effort and thereby weaken the public support that a 
government in Israel requires for any new political departures. 

Nevertheless, it is cause for some hope that intensive 
diplomatic contacts are once again being pursued between 
Egypt and Israel. And if it turns out that the present round was 
a fate* start, that should not deter the two governments from 
further initiatives. 

Such initiatives are needed on the bilateral level as well as in 
pursuit of the larger issues that were opened for direct 
negotiation by the historic dialogue begun in 1977 by Anwar 
Sadat and Menachem Begin. And there can be no doubt that 
progress on bilateral matters would itself improve the atmos- 
phere and promote the chances for progress in dealing with the 
greater problems that still keep the Israel- Arab conflict alive. 

Mr. Peres has been wise, therefore, in being responsive to 
‘’Mr. Mubarak's diplomatic overture. He has made clear Israel's 
• willingness to enter into negotiations on the bases that were 
already affirmed in 1977. That means talks with Jordan and 
Palestinians. 

This is not a position accepted by Israel’s own rejectionist 
front. They, therefore, have been made nervous by Mr. 
Mubarak’s initiative, even before they had any notion of its , 
substance. 

But such rejectionism is not the declared policy of the 
government. There is as a result now an opportunity to slowly 
and carefully build a new edifice of negotiations. If Mr. 
Mubarak’s was a false start, as would seem to be the case, it is, 
however, a new start. And that should be welcomed. 


BLIND ATA WORKERS

on the list to be sacked," said Hen. 

"My youngest child is eight years 
old and my eldest 15. They are all 
still at school, we have to buy them 
clothes and new pairs of shoes every 
few months. How will I be able to 
support them now?" he asked. 

"The pension money I receive will 
be little enough and certainly will not 
be enough to support the whole 
family. I won't be able to find 
another job at my age. After nearly 
24 years at Ata. what else can I do?" 

Hen’s sentiments were echoed by 
his blind colleague Haim Alfasi, 50, 
and also of Kiryat Haim, who has 
worked at Ata for 21 years. 

He said they did not want to be a 
burden on the state. "While we were 
working at Ata we were helping 
ourselves and the government. Now 
the government will have to look 
after us." he said. 

The Ata works committee and the 
Haifa Labour Council have 
appealed to the Labour and Social 
Affairs Ministry to pay the blind 
employees their wages so that they 
can continue working, instead of 
giving them a disability allowance to 
stay at home. So far there has been 
no response, and the blind workers 
are still on the list of those to be 
dismissed: 

Other workers on the dismissal list 
were not necessarily sorry about 
leaving Ata. Some, like Nahum 
Nahum, 38. an Ata employee for 19 
years, welcomed being dismissed. 
He told The Post that he will be 
happy to leave the firm, with all its 
problems. 

“As I see it there is no future for 
this factory. The situation will only 
get worse. They are already working 
five days a week and are going to 
have to give up 4 per cent of their 
wages. 1 don't think there is anything 
here to hang around for," he said. 

Nahum, married with three chil- 
dren, worked in the maintenance 
department, and his average take 
home pay in the past few months was 
IS180.000 a month. “The salary is 
not much more than I would be 
getting in unemployment benefit. I 
am now waiting for my compensa- 
tion and then I'll try to find another 
job," he added. 

Some had asked to be put cm the 
dismissal list but were turned down. 
They included Moshe Frenkel, 54, 
an Ata employee for 32 years. 

He applied to be put on the list for 
early retirement but was turned 
down because the firm does not have 
enough money to ensure pension 
rights for so many workers. 


Works committee chairman 
Pinhus Groob explained that the list 
of those to be dismissed had been 
drawn up by management and there 
was no room for any more to be 
added. 

Groob spent a large part of yester- 
day outlining the situation to the 
workers and explaining that the dis- 
missals were essential to save the 
company. 

One woman, employed at Ata for 
20 years, was telephoning from the 
works committee office yesterday to 
try to find another job. 

All told. 450 workers are being 
dismissed from the company under 
the terms of the recovery program- 
me submitted by Peleg. 

He told The Post yesterday that 
some 70 workers had already left the 
firm. The list containing the names 
of those being dismissed is to be 
submitted to the Haifa District 
Court later today. 

District Court Judge Eliezer Bar 
made the implementation of the dis- 
missals a condition for accepting the 
recovery programme. 

Nevertheless. Peleg said Bar had 
acted with a great deal of sympathy 
towards the Ata workers and had 
not. as he could have done, ordered 
the factory to be closed. 

Under the terms of the dismissals, 
the workers will receive severance 
pay. which Peleg said would be 
slightly less than one month's pay for 
every year worked. Those nearing 
retirement age would be assured of 
their pension. 

The dismissals, however, are only 
the first stage of the recovery prog- 
ramme, and there are many obsta- 
cles to be overcome if Ata is to 
survive. 

Peleg still needs the approval of 
Ata's creditors, who. under the 
proposal, are asked to convert the 
firm’s debts totalling S33.5 million 
into company stock. 

Peleg has made it dear that, with- 
out this agreement Ata has no fu- 
ture. He also has to find a buyer or a 
concern willing to invest at least S10 
million in the company in return for 
a controlling interest. 

He revealed that, after today's 
court hearing, he intends to visit two 
potential purchasers, the David 
Alliance concern in England and the 
Nasser Brothers in America ro assess 
their intentions. 

Peleg has until the end of April to 
complete his “make or break" prog- 
ramme. if a buyer is not found, Ata, 
despite ail the efforts of Peleg and 
the government and the sacrifices of 
the workers, will close. 


Square pegs and 
round holes 


Dry Bones 


THERE IS something disturbingly 
deja vu about Jerusalem's current 
optimism surrounding Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak's latest 
peace initiative. 

It recalls, more than anything else, 
the air of unfounded optimism that 
pervaded Jerusalem when the ill- 
fated KbaJde talks with Lebanon got 
underway in December 1982. 

For. like the Khalde exercise. 
Mubarak’s initiative shows all the 
signs of striving for the unachiev- 
able. 

True, hide-bound sceptics about 
peace moves in the Middle East took 
a severe humbling in October 1977. 
when Anwar Sadat not only prop- 
osed the hitherto unthinkable, but 
actually set about achieving it. 

But while the Sadat experience 
must temper the most profound 
scepticism with at least an awareness 
that, in our part of the world, even 
the seemingly impossible can hap- 
pen. the signs are overwhelming that 
Mubarak is not about to emulate his 
predecessor. 

In the first place, whereas in 1977 
Sadat's prime objective was the re- 
possession of Sinai, a territory to 
which Egypt's title was not in serious 
dispute and for which it could make 
concessions without being answer- 
able to anyone, Mubarak is now 
dealing wirh a territory, the West 
Bank, to which Egypt has no title 
whatever and for which it has been 
given no mandate to make conces- 
sions. 

It is true that Sadat was, in fact, 
forced at Camp David to make con- 
cessions to Israel over the West 
Bank. But it is not by chance that the 
Camp David provisions pertaining 
to the West Bank were far vaguer 
and more dependent upon outside 


THE SUCCESSFUL application of 
a strong-arm policy by the Israel 
Defence Forces against the Shi'ite 
guerrillas in Southern Lebanon has 
again raised cries among local critics 
of Israel's presence in Lebanon 
against kochaniut, or a stance of 
militaristic macho-ism. 

Such Israeli militaristic macho-ism 
was best exemplified in a statement 
by former chief of general staff 
Rafael Eitan at the outset of the war 
in Lebanon: “Do you think for a 
moment that we've built up this 
tremendous army with the intention 
of not using it?" "he asked. 

Israel's failure to achieve its 
strategic goals in Lebanon and the 
price paid for that failure - provide 
the most telling recent refutation of 
that cast of mind. 

But as the implications sink in of 
that failure to rearrange political 
realities in Lebanon by the applica- 
tion of sheer force, there is an equal 
danger of going to the opposite ex- 
tremes, to the contention that the 
application of force solves nothing. 

The experience with Shi’ite guer- 
rilla warfare against the IDF in 
Southern Lebanon in the past week-

factors than were the provisions per- 
taining to Sinai. 

And it was only a matter of time 
before Egypt was io serve notice that 
it had neither the inclination nor the 
authority to make concessions at the 
expense of the Palestinians on the 
West Bank. That process came full 
circle late last year: after his rap- 
prochement with Jordan's King Hus- 
sein. Mubarak made it plain beyond 
all doubt that the final arbiters of the 
future of the West Bank were not the 
Egyptians and not even the Jorda- 
nians. but the Palestinians, through 
their "sole legitimate representa- 
tive.” the PLO. Both Egypt and 
Jordan reaffirmed this last Decem- 
ber. 

It is this final point that makes 
Mubarak's current initiative seem so 
hopeless. For it quite simply does 
not appear possible that either he or 
Hussein will at this point be able to 
reverse this commitment to the PLO 
- and such a reversal is plainly the 
sine qua non for Israel's participa- 
tion in any peace forum . as he is now 
proposing. 

MUBARAK is plainly aware of this, 
and he is. in fact, stretching for a 
formula that wilt meet Israel's re- 
quirement that any Palestinians in- 
cluded in his proposed joint 
Jordanian-Palestinian delegation 
not be associated with the PLO. At 
the same time he is trying to up- 
hold the principle of the PLO as 
“sole legitimate representative of 
the Palestinians" by having Arafat 
nominate or approve these non-PLO 
Palestinians. 

The chances of this ploy succeed- 
ing must be rated as close to zero, as 
are the chances of the present Israeli 


government agreeing to deal with a 
delegation that includes the PLO. 

Should there be any doubt about 
that, one has only to refer to the 
current controversy raging over the 
enigmatic agreement' reached be- 
tween Hussein and Arafat in Am- 
man earlier this month. 

Not only has this accord been 
sharply condemned by Arafat's 
Syrian-based rivals in the PLO. but 
also two of Arafat's closest lieute- 
nants in the mainstream Fatah. 
Farouk Kaddoumi and Salah Khalaf 
(Abu Ivad). are making their accept- 
ance of the agreement dependent on 
the introduction of two amend- 
ments that would make the accord 
even more difficult to square with 
Mubarak 5 latest proposals than Jor- 
dan's interpretation of it. Yet it does 
not seem possible to reconcile even 
Jordan's interpretation with what 
the Egyptian leader is trying to do. 

Even if Arafat is at this point 
prepared to go to the brink with his 
Syrian-based" rivals such as George 
Habasb and even Nayef Hawatmeh. 
the chances that he would be prepared 
to do so with the likes of such central 
figures in Fatah as Khalaf and Kad- 
doumi are extremely slight - particu- 
larly when the political rewards for 
such a breach are so uncertain. 

In the final analysis, the PLO 
cannot today be excluded from a 
negotiated settlement in the West 
Bank, any more than the Syrians 
were able to be excluded from any 
final settlement in Lebanon - as 
events there over the past two years 
have so amply shown. And an 
initiative like Mubarak's, in order to' 
make itself acceptable to Washing- 
ton and Jerusalem, must perforce 
deny the centricity of the PLO. and 
so appears doomed to failure. 
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WHAT. THEN. IS Mubarak trying 
to do. given the extreme improbabil- 
ity that he is so naive as to ignore this 
central flaw in his current initiative? 

All the indications are that the 
Egyptian leader has something far 
more .limited in mind than a genu- 
ine peace breakthrough. 

Hosni Mubarak is due in Washing- 
ton on March S, armed with a de- 
mand for some $2 billion in extra aid. 
which Egypt urgently needs for vital 
development projects and to shore 
up depleted foreign currency re- 
serves. 

The last thing he wants when he 
arrives in Washington is to have this 
request linked to progress on the 
peace front - a linkage his current 
initiative appears designed to pre- 
empt.

and-a-half provides telling support 
for the contention that in given situa- 
tions. only the intelligent and effec- 
tive application of force works. It 
would be well if we Israelis were 
prepared to digest both lessons of 
the uses of force and its limitations. 

, But first, a parenthetic comment 
on the use of the term “guerriHa" 
rather than the common "terrorism” 
to describe what the Shiites and 
others have been doing to the IDF in 
Southern Lebanon for the past two 
years and more. 

I and other Israelis have had fre- 
quent occasion to argue in favour of 
the use of the term "terrorists" to 
describe PLO activities against 
Israeli civilian targets over the years. 
And the fact of the matter is that 
until the war in Lebanon, PLO acti- 
vities were aimed exclusively against 
civilian targets. That, by definition.

is "terrorism." 

If we want to legitimize that de- 
finition in the eyes of the world it is 
important that we be clear, to 
ourselves, in regard to what has been 
happening in Southern Lebanon. 
There the PLO, and now the Shi'ite 
attacks against our forces have been 
a form of guerrilla warfare specifical- 
ly because the target was an orga- 
nized aimed force that could fight 
back. 

Terrorism, because it is so indis- 
criminate in its choice of target, and 
so easily perpetrated, requires ex- 
treme counter-measures. It is impor- 
tant to implant in the minds of poten- 
tial terrorists the message that, by 
and large, an act of terrorism is not 
an escapade from which one comes 
back alive. 

It is perhaps because of the official 
Israeli practice of not carrying out 


death sentences against captured 
terrorists that so many of them have 
been shot dead in the field. It would 
be hard to deny that over the years 
this has had a markedly chining 
effect on the numbered PLO terror- 
ists ready to run that risk. 

The guerrilla warfare against our 
forces in Southern Lebanon m re- 
cent weeks also requires a response 
by unconventional means, as the 
contrast in results between the past 
10 days and the previous weeks 
show. Unconventional, but not as 
extreme as is justified by the chal- 
lenge of terrorism. 

The motivation for the Shi’ite 
guerrilla warfare may eventually be 
overcome by the completion of otir 
withdrawal from what they legiti- 
mately consider to be their turf. But 
one of the greatest unknowns in the 
present situation is whether the 


In the highly unlikely event that 
his initiative bears fruit by the time 
he arrives in Washington. Mubarak 
stands, of course, only to gain. 

But in the far more likely event that _ 
the initiative founders on the rock of ; 
PLO objections. Mubarak will then ? 
be in a position to tell his American 
hosts that he has made an honest 
attempt to move the peace process 
forward but has failed through no 
fault of his own. 

In either case. Mubarak will be 
better placed to make his request for 
aid without any inconvenient politic- 
al strings attached. This, it would 
seem, has been the driving force 
behind the current spate of diploma- 
tic activity in the region.

WOMEN AND RELIGION 


To the Editor of The Jerusalem Post 

Sir, - The reported ruling (Febru- 
ary 22) of Orthodox rabbis in the 
U.S. to outlaw on halachic grounds 
organized women's prayer services, 
if true, would reflect the chauvinistic 
male attitudes of those authorities 
rather than an intrinsic halachic 
objection. 

After all, that same Haiacha "per- 
mitted’’ women to go out of the 
home daily to teach boys in schools, 
to attend elementary, secondary and 
even tertiary institutions to study 
Tore and secular subjects, all in 
violation of normative Haiacha, 
simply on the grounds that it is no 
longer applicable in' an age where 
women are as well-educated as the 
menfolk and are to be found active in 
all walks of life without being consi- 
dered licentious by decent people. 
Let those rabbis remember that 
Maimonides branded women (in his 
time?) as being mindless (hasar 
mooch ) and incapable of studying 
Tora in a serious manner, and that 
the Tosafot in medieval France aver- 
red women were less qualified than 
illiterate males "since they do not 
understand anything at all.” 

There is little doubt that women’s 
disabilities in Orthodox Judaism to- 
day stem from the social climate of 
an earlier age rather than anything 
intrinsic in Haiacha. Because of that, 
rabbinic authorities throughout the 
ages adjusted earlier practices to 
keep abreast with the social changes. 
They severely limited the male 
monopoly on divorce, outlawed 
polygamy. The impact of a male- 
dominated society is so strong that 


many Orthodox Jews are unaware 
that women are just as eligible to be 
called to the reading of the Tora 
aloud in the synagogue as males, but 
that they were recluded from doing 
so mipnei kevod hatzibbur "out of 
deference to the men present,” since 
it would imply there were no literate 
males present to do the job. 

Today, women's disabilities with- 
in the Orthodox framework stem 
from the personal viewpoint of the 
rabbinic authorities who are not only 
consistently male - an anomaly in 
modem society where women have 
reached the highest office - but hap- 
pen to regard the presence of women 
as an invitation to immorality, or 
consider them by nature frivolous 
and trivial-minded. 

In respect of the actual question of 
women organizing their own 
prayers, it is a fact that pious women 
in Eastern Europe used to lead the 
women in prayer in the women's 
section in the synagogue. My own 
maternal great-aunt, who could not 
write but was extremely pious, was a 
great hand at composing prayers in 
Yiddish and leading the women in 
. supplication in the Jewish hamlet in 
the Pale of Settlement where she 
flourished. That was half a century 
before women's emancipation had 
changed the social climate beyond 
all recognition. It is a pity that, 
unlike in previous ages, those 
changes have not been reflected in 
the outlook of those in charge of the 
process of applying the Haiacha to 
ourdav and age.
